PHILADELPHIA, June 19 (AP) 
~Gov. Kim Sigler of Michigan, 
skimmed Senator Arthur H. Van- | 
denberg’s hat into the ring of Re- 
publican’ presidential * candidates 
tonight—but held onto it with a 
atring. 

As chairman of the Michigan 

 Gelegation to the G.O.P. conven- 

tion, which opens Monday, Sigler 
gaid he knows Vandenberg is 
“available @s a candidate” if the 
people demand it. He said he ex- 
pects this convention to “demon- 
strate that demand.” : 

“Does that mean,” a reporter 
asked, “that you are putting the 
Senater’s hat into the ring?” 

Sigler thought a minute and re- 
plied carefully: : 

“To the extent that there is a 
demand for his nomination, I'd 
gay yes.” 

Sigler. wouldn’t say whether his 
atatement to a press conference 
on Vandenberg’s availability fol- 
lowed a consultation of any kind 
with Vandenberg. But he re- 


posed a registration from 18 
through 30 years. 

8. Most veterans of World War 
II would be exempt.

12. All draftees, 18-year-old vol- 
unteers and other volunteers must 
go into reserve pools after com- 
'pleting active duty. The time for

3. The draft law becomes effec- 
tive immediately when signed by 
the President but no one can be 
inducted for 90 days, This is a 
compromise on a Houte provision 
that would have delayed any in- 
duction until Feb. 1, 1949. 

4. A Senate proposal for special 
drafting of doctors, dentists and 
other members of the medical pro- 
fession as such was dropped, This 
was in line with the House bill. 
However, doctors and dentists un- 
der 26 are subject to induction 
the same as other registrants. 
Also subject to call, aside from 
the draft bill, are those doctors 
and dentists who completed edu- 
cation or received their training 
under wartime programs. 

5. Over-all manpower strength 
of the armed forces is increased 
to 2,005,882, divided as follows: 
Army, 837,000; Navy and Marines, 
666,882; Air Force, 502,000. These

Jonathan M. Wainwright is 
planning to fly to the convention 
from Texas to lead a last-minute 
drive for the nomination of Gen.

No Claims on First Ballot. 

As things stand now, nobody is 
claiming enough votes to walk 
away with the nomination on the 
first ballot. 

Dewey forces have been saying 
repeatedly they will lead the field 
at the start. In fact, they have 
been saying it so often as to risk 
a loss of prestige if they fail to 
shove their man out ahead on the 
initial ballot. 

Representative Clarence Brown 
told an afternoon press confer- 
ence he thinks the battle for the 
nomination lies between Taft and 
Dewey in the early balloting. But 
the Taft manager did not rule out 
the possibility that a darkhorse 
will arise to challenge the leader. 

Brown said he thinks the issue 
will be settled somewhere between 
the fourth and seventh ballots.

Rumors in the Corridors. 

Philadelphia. hotel corridors 
have been buzzing with rumors of 
deals between the candidates— 
that Vandenberg will withdraw 
unequivocally, that he will come 
out for Dewey, that Stassen will 
throw his delegates to Taft, that 
he will throw them to Vanden- 
berg, that Dewey has made a deal 


German police received orders to 
detain all persons from the east, 
ever if they held valid passes.

Freight Cars Sent Back. 

Some Germans who entered il- 
legally from the Russian zone and 
were captured, told German re- 
porters at Hof the Soviet frontier 
controls were “the strongest since 
1945, when Russian soldiers shot 
anyone moving in a border area.” 

Late tonight, the Russians de- 
tached 15 cars from a British- 
sponsored freight train and sent 
them back to the British zone. 
The cars, containing German mail 
for Berlin, were. inadequately 
documented; the Russians said. 

None of the Western Allies pro- 
tested against the Soviet meas- 
ures. They waited at least over 
the weekend to judge the full im- 
part of the Russian action. 

“Seems a Natural Thing.” 

One Western Allied official said 
it “seemed like a natural thing” 
for the Russians to guard their 
zone against a damaging flood of 
currency. 

Some reports said crews of 
clerks were busy in the Soviet 
zone stamping reichsmarks with 
@ special distinguishing mark. The 
purpose ‘might be to make them 
the only legal currency in eastern 
Germany, and thus counteract 
chances of the zone being flooded 
with old. western zone money. 

(The Russians were reported 
printing new currency for their 
zone, the United Press said. So- 
viet troops cordoned off the plant 
of the newspaper Taegliche Rund- 
schau. A German source inside 
the building said the plant was 
being used to print currency.)

SAN JOSE, June 19 (UP)— 
Constitutional guarantees of per- 
| sonal liberty were suspended in 
Costa Rica today by the revolu- 
tionary government on the ground 
opponents of the present govern- 
ment are planning a counter-revo- 
lution. 

Announcing the suspension for 
30 days, the government said it 
considered the political situation | 
grave, and added that authorities 
are prepared to forestall any sub- 
versive action.

Officers still are trying to clear 
up another theft that occurred in} 
the courthouse May 27, 1947. Vote 
fraud evidence collected: by a 
county grand jury was sto.en by 
thieves who blasted open a vault 
on the ground floor in that case. 

Deputies connected with the civil 
division have been questioned 
about disappearance of the money, 
but no written. statements have 
been taken, the sheriff said. ' 

The sheriff has collected $337,- 
188.68 since the tax sales began 
under the Land Trust Act two 
years. ago. 

“A careful check of receipts and 
deposits shows no other discrep 
ancies in the fund.* Purdome said.

GETS 3 YEARS IN SWINDLE 
ON COFFINS FOR WAR DEAD 


NEW YORK, June 19 (AP)— 
Carl Joseffy, 57 -years old, who 
worked a $120,000 swindle by pre- 
tending to traffic in lumber for 
coffins of American war dead, has 
been sentenced to a prison term 
of three to six years. The sen- 
tence was meted out yesterday by 
General Ségssiong Judge John A. 
Mullen, who called him “one of 
the most despicable, conscience- 
less swindlers I ever heard of.”

The danger, as re- 
ported by impartial observers, is that the 
Republicans, confident that a Chinaman 
could beat President Truman in November, 
will nominate an ultra-conservative who 
would try to take the country back to the 
Harding, Coolidge, Hoover decade.

Walter Lippmann, pointing out “there is 
every prospect that the Republicans will win 
the election,” added that “if they are to 
win with their party led or dominated by 
Speaker Martin and his associates, this 
country cannot and will not play a leading 
and constructive role in recovery and world 
settlement.” Such an administration, he 
declared, “will not be a national govern- 
ment but a clearing house for special inter- 
ests, pressure groups and lobbyists.’’ 

Ernest K. Lindley, writing in the 
current issue of Newsweek magazine, 
said the Philadelphia convention *“‘may 
well be the most momentous that the 
Republican Party has held since the 
Civil War” because “it may well deter- 
mine what the role of the United 
States in the world is to be and conse- 
quently the prospect of achieving a rea- 
sonably stable peace.”’ 

He observed: 

“The decision at Philadelphia, therefore, 
probably will have to be clean-cut. On one 
side stand such men as Vandenberg, Stas- 
sen, Dewey and Warren. The other is sym- 
bolized by Bricker, Wherry, Speaker Martin, 
Majority Leader Halleck and the Chicago 
Tribune Republicans in Illinois. Taft, I 
think, must be counted on the isolationist 
side, although like Martin’s, his record has 
been rather mixed. Whatever his own idea 
of his proper place and label, his nomina- 
tion would be interpreted widely abroad as 
a substantial isolationist victory.” 

The independent voter will do well 
to focus attention next week on the 
prospective nominees and the forces 
behind Naming the standard 
bearer is major work of the con- 
vention. Writing of the party platform, 
while important, is secondary if the 
nominee is a strong executive who will 
‘have his own interpretations of the 
usually weasel words of the individual 
planks. 

The character of the presidential nominee 
could also affect the makeup of the Eighty- 
first Congress. A popular choice could 
cause a nationwide landslide that would 
give the Republicans control of two 
branches of the Government as unchallenge- 
able as that of the Democrats during 
Roosevelt’s first six years. 

Under the American system of checks and 
balances in the Government and of two 
major parties, Congress will have a large 
responsibility in determining whether this 
Government goes forward with the times 
domestically and internationally, or whether 
the forces of immediate self-interest prevail.

Laski’s book, which is published by the 
Press, New York, contains 785 
closely-packed pages dealing not only with 
the American spirit and traditions and gov- 
ernmental. institutions, federal, state and 
local, but also with such things as business 
enterprise, labor, religion, education, cul- 
ture, press, radio and moving pictures. It 
received extended reviews in the book sec- 
tions of the Sunday New York Times and 
New York Herald Tribune. 


Harold Laski Committed 
To State Ownership Virtues. 


Writing in the former, Arthur M. Schles- 
inger Jr., of Harvard, says that the Univer- 
sity of London political scientist presents a 
struggle within himself—between the politi- 
cal scientist and exciting teacher on the one 
hand and the facile rhetorician and senti- 
mental political pamphleteer on the other. 
He writes that Laski is “‘committed to the 
straightforward doctrine that nations based 
on private ownership are bad things and 
nations based on state ownership are good 
things.”’ 

Notwithstanding his belief that Laski sees 
the United States as ‘‘a monstrous capitalist 
colossus, monolithic in its structure, ir- 
revocable in his purpose, dedicated to the 
triumph of finance capital through the 
world,” Schlesinger considers the book “a 
thoughtful and challenging evaluation of 
American civilization.” 

Laski, who is a former chairman of the 
executive committee of the British Labor 
party, has been a warm, personal friend of 
such eminent Americans as the late Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt and - Justice 
Oliver Wendell Holmes. He was host to 
hundreds of GIs in buzz-bombed London. A 
young lecturer in government at Harvard 
from 1916 to 1920, he has visited the United 
States frequently. Last April he lectured at 
the St, Louis Y.M.H.A.’s Liberal Forum. 

The American President, he writes in his 
new book, has “supreme opportunities’’ 
among world statesmen. “He has the 
authority that no other democratically 
elected person can rival’ and, Laski adds: 

“That is why so much of the politi- 
eal fortune of the United States turns 
upon the man who is chosen for this 
office. If he is anxious to do nothing, 
little can be done anywhere on the fed- 
eral plane. If he is urgent about the 
program he has in mind, he can be cer- 
tain that public opinion will discuss 
little else. 

“And even if he is defeated in his 
aims, the very fact that the discus- 
sion is widespread will mean politics 
that are vivid and attractive. It is not 
accidental that it is the positive Presi- 

.dents in American history who have, 
almost always, brought people with 

brains and vision to W. n.” 

Laski finds that presidential leadership is 
's0 important that the difference between 
a good Congress and a bad one is largely 
the difference between a Congress which ac- 
cepts a President's leadership and one 
which seeks to refuse the initiative he tries 
to communicate.”’ 


Conflict With Congress 
Not Necessarily Bad Thing. 


Even if the President’s leadership brings 
him into conflict with Congress, as Frank- 
lin Roosevelt’s did at times, this is not all 
loss by any means in the Laski view. “The 
drama of political warfare elicits a public 
attention of great importance,” he writes, 
and then continues: 

“That is an end it is highly desirable to 
achieve, since it has too often been the 
weakness of federal politics in America that, 
pressure groups apart, it is able to awaken 
public attention only in election years. A 
great President. gives his people a supreme 
lesson in adult edycation. He fixes their 
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He is a safe- 
guard against that banal dullness which 
makes democracy no more than a mass of 
private persons.” 

In Harry S. Truman, this British observer 
finds a manifestation of the American char- 
acteristics of restlessness, of being always 
on the move, of being always willing to try 
something new, of being always more inter- 

Pea in tomorrow than today. Truman, 
like Lincoln, represents the American readi- 
ness to change jobs “with an ease and self- 
confidence that appear startling to European 
experience.” 

Listing Truman’s many occupations 
from drug store helper, paper wrapper 
and soldier to haberdasher, politician 
and finally President, Laski says: ‘‘The 
record is that of a man who, until 
almost 40, showed not a sign of being 
different from any random sample of 


strides, to the greatest elected political 

office in the world.” 

This capacity for the discovery of new 
men, along with an anxiety to test new 
things, is one of the really notable things 
about America, Laski writes. Also on the 
plus side is “exciting resiliency” and the 
“remarkable spirit of civic enterprise’ with 
its architectural expression, “‘a quality remi- 
piscent of the. pride of an ancient Greek 
in the external beauty of his city.” 

American elements which jar on the for- 
eign mind, so'Laski says, include these: an 
undue vanity, an excessive love of the 
rhetoric of rights and a too easy belief that 
their declaration is their fulfillment, too 
much hard-headed materialism which judges 
in terms of immediate return, too frequent 
lack of the power of repose and desire to 
get things done more quickly than the na- 
ture of the universe permits. 

Is there antagonism between Europe and 
America? Laski says it is not only an im- 
portant fact in modern civilization but that 
it “is still far from ending.” He finds that 
this antagonism “has given Americanism 
some of the worst features it possesses, 
above all the desire of wealthy Americans 
to transcend their Americanism and thus to 
impose European criteria and habits on 
their country, and the desire of poor Ameri- 
cans, in the mass, to turn their back on 
Europe and thus to become the victims of 
the professional purveyors of isolationism 
which, where the level of culture is low, is 
easily degraded into an arrogant parochial- 
ism.” 

The Englishman does not hesitate to 
set the cause of this antagonism as 
‘partly the fear of an old and decaying 
society for a new and vigorous rival 
and partly the absurd and willful ‘ig- 
norance of American institutions and 
culture which characterized the Euro- 
pean approach (to the United States) 
until the outbreak of the first World 
War.” 

Thus, Laski writes, when Europe awoke 
to the fact that America was of momentous 
significance, “America was already a vast 
colossus for which dependence upon the old 
world was already a vast tradition. It was 
so overwhelming in its productive power 
as to be the decisive factor for many years 
in world affairs. If in the search for funda- 
mental scientific truth it had still to follow 
rather than to lead, in the important matter 
of technological adaptibility its people had 
no’ rival anywhere. It offered bigger ad- 
vantages on fewer conditions to men and 
women of talent than any other society.” 


Picking U.S. President 
A Vastly Important Business. 


By the end of World War II, Laski finds 
the two capitals or world ideas in America 
and in Russia and “the thick veil of the 
future hides the outcome of their inter- 
‘action.” This much, he thinks is certain: 
“americanism will never again be an outer 
.province of the European idea.” 

Each of the author’s chapters are 
small books in themselves. That which 
deals with the press credits Joseph 
Pulitzer, the founder of the Post- 
Dispatch, with having made the edito- 
rial page “a remarkable platform for 
the defense and advocacy of progressive 
ideas” as well as the weapon with 
which to attack “privilege, monopoly 
and corruption.” He also cites the in- 
fluence of “‘a cartoonist of the power 
of Fi k.” 

Although Laski presents thousands of 
facts about American life, institutions and 
history, he makes very few mistakes. He 
says in one place, however, that former 
Senator Burton K. Wheeler “has been a 
Democratic candidate for the vice-presi- 
dency.”” Wheeler, of course, was the third- 
party nominee, with Robert’ M. LaFollette, 
in 1924. Laski also says that two members 
of the United States Supreme Court re- 
versed themselves on the Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses flag salute case, when in fact three 
justices were involved in the reversal. He 
credits Justice Black with writing the de- 
cision in the “St. Louis law school case.” 
Chief Justice Hughes wrote the Missouri 
law school decision. 

The few slips in Laski’s magnum opus do 
not alter his economie point: “Americanism 
must come to mean the same thing for the 
sharecropper of Arkansas as for the stock 
broker on Park avenue,” or his political 
point: Picking a President of the Unitea 
States is a vastly important piece of busi- 
ness in which Europe as well as America 


is vitally interested.

At a time like this it is easy to think of the 
Government in Washington as the White House 
and Congress and not much else. For months 
the executive and legislative branches have been 
battling each other. The pitch has risen as the 
jam piled up in the week just ended. In quick 
order, one veto after another has been overrid- 
den. Next week the majority party in Con- 
gress will nominate its choice for the highest of- 
fice. The Democratic convention comes after a 
short interval. Inevitably, Congress and the 
White House are in everyone’s eye. 

Let us not forget that there is a third co-ordi- 
nate branch of the Federal Government, the 
judiciary. For the Supreme Court, too, has been 
having its jam. It has been having its head-on 
conflicts and its sharp words. And it has been 
dealing with important issues, even though these 
issues have received relatively little attention. 

. - * 

To some citizens what the Supreme Court does 
is more important than what the President and 
Congress do. To not a few citizens what the 
Supreme Court does is the differen¢e between 
freedom and imprisonment. Sometimes the dif- 
ference is between life and death. 

Thus, the Supreme Court is largely the ulti- 
mate protector of the liberties which we cherish 
as a free people. 

Chief Justice Vinson and his eight associates 
have just handed down decisions in five similar 
cases which show how mixed up things can get 
when the court departs from the plain direction 
of the Constitution. 

The Bill of Rights says that “in all criminal 
prosecutions the accused shall enjoy the right 


:,.» tO have the assistance of counsel] for his de- 


fense.” : 

These words are simple and clear. It is dif- 
ficult to see how there can be argument about 
what they mean or how they should be carried 
out. If an accused person has the assistance of 
a lawyer the Constitution is obeyed. If he does 
not have a lawyer, the Constitution is violated. 

But the Supréme Court does not read these 
words this way. It says this right to counsel 
applies only in federal courts although it has 
applied other guarantees of the Bill of Rights to 
state courts through the Fourteenth Amendment. 
The Supreme Court says that sometimes it has a 
duty to protect the right to have a lawyer when 
the accused otherwise would be unfairly con- 
victed. At other times, it says that this is no 
concern of the court. Many times it takes no 
notice of such appeals.

This complicates ahd mixes up a basic right 
which should be one of the most clearly de- 
fined of all rights. It makes this guarantee rest 
not on the Constitution, but on accidents and 
varying personal opinions. : 

Two of these five right-to-counsel cases were 
decided by 5-to-4 splits. In one, Donald Wade, 
a Florida prisoner, was found to have been un- 
‘fairly sentenced without counsel in a non-capi- 
tal case. In the other, it was ruled that Francis

a a Pennsylvania prisoner, should have 
known, from previous experience, to ask for 
counsel. 

The real difference in the two cases is thé 
position of Justice Frankfurter. He voted to 
set aside Wade’s conviction and to affirm the 
conviction of Gryger. No other Justice changed. 
Black, Douglas, Murphy and Rutledge voted for 
the right of the accused in both cases. Vinson, 
Reed, Jackson and Burton voted against the ac- 
cused in both. 2 

* * - 

The case of another Pennsylvania prisoner, 
Frank Townsend, was decided, 6 to 3, in favor 
of the accused. ‘Justice Jackson, for the majofi- 
ty, said that the absence of counsel withheld “a 
requirement of fair play.” Vinson, Reed and 
Burton dissented. 

Justice Rutledge saw so little difference be- 
tween the two Pennsylvania cases that he could 
not square the rule in one with the rule in the 
other. So he remarked that the two decisions 
illustrated “how capricious are the results when 


‘the right to counsel is made to depend not upon 


the mandate of the Constitution, but upon the 
vagaries. of whether judges, the same or differ- 
ent, will regard this incident or that in the course 
‘of a particular criminal proceedings as prejudi- 
cial.” 

Two decisions were per curiam—by the court 
without opinion ascribed to any Justice. The ap- 
peal of Chester Hedgebeth, North Carolina pris- 
oner, was dismissed because the state court judg- 
ment “can rest on a non-federal ground.” Doug- 
las dissented and Rutledge called for reversal. 

The last case was that of Donald Loftus, an 
Illinois prisoner. In it the court does the ex- 
traordinary thing of saying that “we have had 
too great difficulty in ascertaining what is the 
appropriate Illinois procedure.” So the Supreme 
justices “continue this cause for an appropriate 
period to enable us to be advised without am- 
biguity.” Black and Douglas say the judgment 
should be reversed.

There is some gain in this hodge-podge. The 


- Wade decision sets aside a conviction in a non- 


capital state case with facts similar to those in 
the unfortunate Betts vs. Brady decision of 1942, 
from which so much of this trouble comes. But 
on the whole the performance is unworthy of 
the Supreme Court. 

The right to have legal assistance should be 
the right to have legal assistance. It should not 
be watered down depending on which side of a 
state line an accused happens to be. It should 
not depend on the accident of who is the judge. 
This right should be automatic and it should be 
sure. 

As the country thinks about the White House 
and Congress, let it give some thought also to 
the judiciary. Let it take notice that the Su- 
preme Court fails to enforce this fundamental 
right and that because it fails American citizens 
languish behind bars when they should have 
new trials or go free.

Senator Vandenberg’s Deft Thrust 

For the first time, Senator Vandenberg has 
taken'a hand in the recrimination between Con- 
gress and the White House. His comment has 
none of the vaudeville slickness which has char- 
acterized some of the remarks of other Republi- 
can congressional. leaders or, for that matter, of 
the President. And he hit at a vulnerable spot. 

At least let it be said (he observed) that 

Congress has remained faithfully at work 

during this critical fortnight. It has not 

shared the presidential luxury of a self-serv- 
ing political vacation at a moment when the 
whole Government should be on the job in 

Washington. 

Mr. Vandenberg is not alone in thinking that 
President Truman has spent more time than 
was necessary in jaunting about the country. 

Just how is it possible, Senator Vandenberg 
asks in effect, for the President to do this and 
at the same time keep acquainted with the in- 
finitely complex and changing problems of the 
domestic economy and international affairs? 

Some of the botches for which the President 
has denounced Congress are as much the work 
of Democratic Senators and Representatives as 
of the Republicans. Some of these mistakes 
might have been prevented or alleviated if Mr. 
Truman had spent more time trying to inform 
and discipline members of his own party. 

Senator Vandenberg implied all this without 
spelling it out. It was a legitimate observation. 


— 
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Wrong on Two Counts 

The New York longshoremen who refused ‘no 
load a ship bound for Russia’s satellite Yugo- 
slavia were wrong on two counts. First, when 
shipment of goods anywhere is to be prohibited, 
it should be done by government authority and 
not by union fiat. Second, on balance it would 
seem that Russia and her satellites are sending 
more strategic goods to the United States than 
the United States is sending them. If all trade 
were stopped, we might be the losers. 

For,.example, Russia is supplying a consider- 
able part of the manganese ore required in this 
country. Manganese is vitally important in 
making armor steel. Russia also supplies a sixth 
of our needs of chrome, practically all of which 
has to come from abroad. Finally, Russia is 
offering to sell us 1,200,000 tons of scrap iron 
from Eastern Germany. That would help sub- 
stantially to relieve the bottleneck in steel. 

A spokesman for the longshoremen recalled 
America’s mistake in selling scrap iron to Japan 
to be thrown back at us in the form of shrapnel. 
If there is a mistake of that kind being made 
now, it is being made by Russia, not us. Trade 
with Russia should not be impaired so long as 
the commerce is as much or more to our ad- 
vantage as it is to Russia’s.

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G.0.P. Demand on the G.O.P. 

If the G.O.P. convention adopts, as advertised, 
a plank calling for a vigorous civil rights pro- 
gram, it will be an anomalous proceeding. it 
will be the Republican party demanding that 
the Republican Congress do what for months on 
end it has refused to do. 

Neither party can invite a look at the civil- 
rights record of the Eightieth Congress. with a 
clear conscience. The President's Committee on 
Civil Rights had recommended an extensive pro- 
gram. It proposed a federal anti-lynching stat- 
ute, abolition of the poll-tax prerequisite to 
voting, naturalization laws permitting citizenship 
without regard to race of national origin, a ban 
on discrimination in the armed services, a per- 
manent Fair Employment Practices Commission, 
and generah elimination of segregation. 

Southern Bourbons in the Democratic party 
made a negative record on civil rights with a 
great to-do. The Republican, majority achieved 
the same result by the quieter and simpler meth- 


od of lying down on the job. It is all to the good 
if the Republican leadership has become con- 
verted to the vigorous program which it is pre- 
dicted will go into the platform. It would be 
more impressive if the Republican record in 
Congress displayed some good reason for tak- 
ing stock in it. 
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Grappling With the Mark 


It may be that another wedge has been driven 
into the cleft between the Soviet Union and the 
Western Allies by the monetary reform ap- 
nounced for Western Germany. This has led the 
Russians to raise travel barriers lest their zone 
be flooded with depreciated currency. But such 
precautions would have been unnecessary had all 
four occupying powers taken joint action. As 
usual, the Russians held back, and so their trou- 
ble is largely of their own making. 

Monetary inflation, of course, has been one 
of the toughest problems of the occupation. Long 
ago currency fell so low that barter became the 
all but universal mode of exchange. Cigarettes 
or other commodities became the preferred form 
of payment for both goods and services. After 
worrying and worrying about this, the Western 
Allies now have ordered a drastic deflation of 
Germany’s super-inflated money. Yetthe ques- 
tion persists whether this really can solve the 
problem. . 

Although Germans may exchange 60 old marks 
for 60 new ones in the next two months, the 
value of the new mark has not yet been official- 
ly announced. Beyond these 60 marks, how- 
ever, it is expected to be only 10 per cent of 
the old. This is indicated by the value put on 
old small change which is to continue in circu- 
lation temporarily. It means that the official, 
if not the actual, value of the mark has heen 
cut from 30 cents to 3 cents. Such a corrective 
obviously will sharply reduce the amount of 
money in circulation. 

But the trouble is that Germany’s economic 
plight stems as much from a lack of goods as 
from an abundance of currency. It is quite pos- 
sible that the new money may not buy much 
more than the old did. If so, it also will lose 
popular respect, and people will continue to pre- 
fer the barter system. 

A forewarning came as soon as the reform was 
announced. There was a rush to get rid of old 
marks. Prices skyrocketed. Those who wanted 
to guard themselves against the future paid 18 
marks (officially $5.40) for one cigarette. They 
paid 1000 marks (officially $300) for one Ameri- 
can dollar bill—even though its possession is il- 
legal. Only the most rigid price controls and 
drastic suppression of bartering and black mar- 
keteering can bring order out of such chaos. 

There are other aspects to the currency prob- 
lem, and it must be admitted that the mark has 
been most flexible since Schacht’s day. it is 
difficult to get away from the fact that money 
is worth what it will buy.’ Those in charge of 
working out the new reform will be reminded 
of that time and time again.

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Why Europeans Do Not Trust Us

The House action in cutting funds for 
E.R.P. so heavily as, in the words of Sec- 
retary Marshall, to “alter the recovery pro- 
gram from one of reconstruction to one of 
relief,” strengthened Europe’s belief that 
American foreign policy is unpredictable. 

This skeptical feeling is important, for 
only to the extent to which the people of 
Western Europe have confidence in the 
United States can the Marshall pian 
achieve its purpose, which is to create out- 
side the Soviet sphere an area of economic 
prosperity and political stability. Criticisms 
of American foreign policy are many and 
varied, but those of the more thoughful. 
best-informed European observers fall into 
four main categories. 

These are: first, that while the United 
States has abandoned isolationism as a 
policy, the majority of its people seem to 
cling to it as a habit of thinking; second, 
that the American system of representative 
government and our Constitution itself im- 
pede the implementation of policy; third, 
that there is no assurance of continuity of 
policy and that it is apt to be dictated more 
by emotion, by mercurial spurts of enthu- 
siasm or by apathy or fear than by logic 
and realism; and, fourth, that Americans 
are too imbued with missionary spirit. 


Too Quick to Disarm 


It is argued that the fundamental weak- 
ness of our policy in Europe is to be found 
at home. Had we not been in such haste 
to demobilize our armed forces, Russia 
might not have been encouraged to embark 
on so blatant a course of aggression and 
expansion. Our proclaimed policy often is 
vitiated by such internal evidence of pub- 
lic opinion as the failure of Congress to 
provide adequate manpower to enforce it. 
To the Kremlin, preoccupation with gov- 
ernmental economy and tax reduction is 
more significant than declarations that the 
United States in in Germany to stay. 


No matter how great and powerful it 
may be, a nation’s influence depends upon 
its ability to demonstrate th-t it knows 
what it wants and that it has the moral 
vitality to hold its own against any oppo- 
sition. In Europe’s eyes the United States 
has not done so. The big question which 
awaits an answer is whether the American 
people are ready to undertake the burden 
of necessary military preparation to make 
their declared policy effective. 

President Truman went pretty far, as 
Americans see it, when he said recently 
that the “determination of the free coun- 
tries of Europe to protect themselves will 
be matched with equal determination on 
our part to help them do so.” Yet to people 
of France ahd Italy it seemed a rather 
pallid promise. Mild as it may have sound- 
ed here, it was the view of many that the 
President had gone even further than a 
majority of American people would support. 


Nothing Better than Liberation? . 


These nations on the firing line in the 
“cold war” fear that in any armed con- 


flict they would be overrun and occupied . 


to the accompaniment of strong notes of 
protest and promises of future liberation. 
As long as that sentiment prevails, the 
tendency will be to compromise, to appease 
and in the final crisis to capitulate. 

The second major criticism is that Ameri- 
can legislative processes are too slow to 
compete with totalitarian government. Be- 
tween the announcement of the Truman 
Doctrine and the start of our program for 
helping Greece and Turkey. to resist Com-

munist aggression, more than six months 
elapsed. There was a gap of 10 months be- 
tween the speech of Secretary Marshall at 
Harvard and the enactment of E.R.P. 


To Europeans unfamiliar with our sys- 
tem, the debate of that measure contributed 
to the idea that the United States did not 
know where it was heading. At first it 
was presented as a rather complex piece of 
economic engineering for European recon- 
struction. Then, after Prague fell to Com- 


.munism, the economic aspects became hope- 


lessly confused, it seemed, with political 
and strategic considerations. 

The long arguments over whether to in- 
clude arms for China.and aid for Greece 
and Turkey, while Europe waited in des- 
perate need of food, contributed to the gen- 
eral confusion. Efforts to include restric- 
tions on trade between East and West 
caused consternation, because it seemed 
to indicate an unawareness of the funda- 
mental fact that unless that trade can be 
restored Western Europe will continue to 
be dependent for food upon the Western 
Hemisphere. The attempt to include 
Franco’s Spain caused serious misgivings 
among Europe’s liberal anti-Communists. 

Nor while the debate was continuing was 
there any effective propaganda to counter- 
act Russian propaganda against the Mar- 
shall plan. Thus today in the Ruhr Ger- 
man business men and politicians distrust

our aims. Cut off from their natural mar- 
kets in the southeast, they are afraid that 
British and American business interests 
will resort to prohibitory tariffs to exclude 
them from world markets. German work- 
ers generally suspect the plan is a dis- 
guised scheme for American capital to seize 
German industry, dump surplus products 
and prevent nationalization of industry. 

In the time consumed in carrying the 
project into action, Russia Ras been free 
to act. The establishment of the Comin- 
form, the consolidation of the Communist 
grip on Hungary and Romania and the 
coup d’etat in Prague and a general gpeed- 
ing up of the timetable have been the So- 
viets’ answer. 

Nor are Europeans by any means con- 
vinced that what is our policy today will 
remain our policy next year.. The biparti- 
san policy on foreign affairs is too new, 
the memory of our reversal of Wilson’s 
policies after the last war is too fresh and 
the quadrennial revolution to which our 
Constitution exposes us is too well known. 

That brings us-to the third criticism—- 
that our foreign policy depends too much 
upon ad hoc improvisation. Whereas a 


clear statement of American intentions and 
on what line she is prepared to fight might 
even check the Soviets’ dangerous search- 
ing for soft spots and stiffen the will of 
those still free to resist, it has not been 
fortheeming. Our moves have been nega- 
tive and defensive, and Europeans are not 
convinced that we are doing more than 
fighting a delaying action against Russia. 


Unhappy Alliances and Expedients 


To many our policy seems half-hearted 
and unco-ordinated, designed not so much 
to accomplish anything positive as impro- 
vised from day to day to meet threats of 
various kinds to the American way of life. 
It has too much the atmosphere of a com- 
bination of the wartime policies of lend- 
lease and support of anyone who would 
“kill Nazis.” : 

A good many fear sincerely that the 
present policy of supporting any govern- 
ment which is not Communist will lead 
ultimately to supporting governments of 
the extreme right such as De Gaulle prom- 
ises in France and Franco has installed in 
Spain. In such a case many fear that the 
destruction of liberty would be just as dis- 
astrous and that in the end the Commu- 
nists would take over anyway. 


Finally, a good many Europeans feel that 
the United States is too prone to adopt a 
holier-than-thou attitude and indulge too 
much in moral lecturing. It is the view of 
this writer, based on first-hand observa- 
tion, that our form of government is not 
suitable without drastic alterations for 
Germany, and that it would not work in 
such backward Balkan countries as Yugo- 
slavia, where civil liberties are virtually 
unknown and the secret police are no new 
invention. 


Democracy Cannot be Imposed 


We tried to impose democracy upon Ger- 
many after the first World War and Hitler 
was the inevitable result. It is the view of 
some American diplomats as well as Euro- 
pean statesmen that the sudden spawning 
of “people’s republics”. in Central and 
Southeastern Europe was brought about 
partly, at least, by American wartime 
propaganda. If Russia was able to foist 
an ersatz democracy upon these backward 
peoples, American preaching against mon- 
archy must assume some small share of 
responsibility. 


The struggle for the soul of man in Eu- 
rope is essentially a struggle for his mind. 
We are not engaged in a lost crusade, but 
neither will it be won easily nor without 
sacrifice. -Before we can count on the sup- 
port of the people of Europe whole- 
heartedly we must convince them that our 
hearts as well as our dollars are in the 
battle, 

In our remoteness from the center of the 
“cold war” we must not forget that for a 
good many Europeans the choice we are 
asking them to make may be a final choice. 
It is a choice that they have to make with 
the threat of exile, the concentration camp 
and the secret police always before them. 

They know the power of the United 
States. No people on earth is more devoted 
to the cause of peace than the Americans. 
Europeans know that. Our task is to con- 
vince them that that power is tied to an 
ideal and that it will be used in its defense 
if freedom is challenged where it still sur- 
vives. That can only be done by the proof 
of our moral resolution at home—by our 
actions and deeds, which alone can give 
force and strength to our words and pee 
fessed aims abroad,

Truman Has Vacillated. 


President Truman has  vacil-' 


lated. He pursued a pro-Zionist 
policy up to the point where he 
decided he was jeopardizing 
America’s national interests. Then 
he reversed himself and acted on 
the advice of the State and De- 
fense departments, but this switch 
so outraged the Zionists and the 
politicians that he quickly re- 
versed himself again and went 
back to the pro-Zionist policy, 

Except for a few days in March, 

President Truman dealt with the 
problem in accordance with the 
wishes of the Zionists and politi- 
cians. Democratic party leaders 
have demanded that he support 
the Zionists because Republican 
leaders have promised to do even 
more for the Jews than Truman 
has been willing to do so far, and 
the Democrats fear these G.O.P. 
promises will win Jewish votes 
and help determine the outcome 
of the election. 
; In making and carrying: out his 
Palestine policy, the President has 
‘ignored the recommendations of 
the State and Defense depart- 
ments so much so that Defense 
Secretary Forrestal has offered to 
resign. The two departments 
have not even known what Tru- 
man’s policy was or who was 
carrying it out, or how, at certain 
crucial junctures. 

Members of the White House 
staff have played leading roles 
in United States policy, notably 
David K. Niles and Clark Clifford. 
Senators and congressmen have 
intervened directly in the problem 
by calling on foreign governments 
to support the Zionists or run the 
risk of having American aid cut 
off. Senator J. Howard McGrath 
of Rhode Island, chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, 
has also had a part in making 
American policy.. 

Influential private citizens like 
Bernard M. Baruch have taken a 
hand in winning over foreign gov- 
ernments to a more helpful atti- 
tude toward Israel. 

Partition Forced on U.N. 


The latest chapter in the tangled 
tale of American policy on Pales- 
tine goes back to last November 
when Truman strong-armed the 
United Nations General Assembly 
into voting for the partition of 
the Holy Land. Partition was 
what the Zionists wanted. The 
Arabs bitterly opposed it. De- 
fense Secretary Forrestal also op- 
posed partition, and expert judg- 
ment in the State Department 
agreed with Forrestal. Forrestal 
and the State Department experts 
were overruled. 

Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall reluctantly decided to 
support partition. At the same 
time, though, he told the Ameri- 
can delegation to the General As- 
sembly that the United States 
would not try to win over other 
governments to partition, but 
would leave the others free to de- 
cide how they would vote. 

Truman and his pro-Zionist ad- 
visers changed al this. They or- 
ganized one of the higheést-pow- 
ered pressure lobbies ever seen at 
an international gathering. The 
President recalled Maj. Gen. John 
H. Hilldring from retirement and 
sent him to the U.N. with instruc- 
tions to corral all the votes he 
could for partition. Hilldring had 
no special knowledge of Palestine 
-—as he himself admits. He was 
picked for the job primarily be- 
cause he has a forceful personality 
and manner and because he would 
obey his Commander-in-Chief, 
which he did. 

Truman phoned Hilldring at 
least twice during the U.N. discus- 
sions with orders to take more 
vigorous action in behalf of the 
Zionists. Niles also telephoned 
several times from the White 
House to call for a stronger ac- 
tion. He went to New York in 
person at least once for the same 
purpose. 

Baruch invited a leading French 
delegate to the U.N. to dinner in 
New York and told him that it 
would be hard to get enough 
votes in Congress for further 
American aid to France if the 
French failed to support partition. 

Similar solemn forecasts of the 
future went to other delegates and 
foreign embassies and legations 
here, both from the White House 
and members of Congress. 

It is doubtful that eyen a sim- 
ple majority in the General As- 
sembly favored partition at the 
outset—and a two-thirds majority 
was required to carry the recom- 
mendation— but American pres- 
sure finally lined up the necessary 
support. On Nov. 29 the General 
Assembly voted, 33 to 13, to rec- 
ommend the division of Palestine 
jnto an Arab and a Jewish state. 


Mistake Proved by Events. 


Events now speedily disproved 
all the basic arguments by which 
Truman and the pro-Zionist lobby 
had defended partition. Most 
notably, the pro-Zionists had said 
the Arabs would not fight or that, 
if they did, the Jews in Palestine 
would-be able to defend them- 
selves without outside help. The 
Arabs did fight, and showed every 
sign of intending to go on fight- 
ing.

Meantime Situation Worsens. 


Meantime the situation in Pal- 
estine teeters between peace and 
war.

British troops 
have taken over public security in 
Tripoli. Moslems demonstrated re- 
cently in Karachi in favor of the 
Palestine Arabs, and ‘the Pakistan 
authorities had to provide special 
police protection for the United 
States Embassy there. 

Already Americans are losing 
their livelihoods, their property 
and their lives in the Arab-Mos- 
lem world as a result of these de- 
velopments. American goods are 
being boycotted in Damascus. The 
flow of oi] has been cut down and 
work has been haltéd on new oil 
installations in Arab countries. 
Arab delegations are voting

HE Communists will not start 
a new era of trouble in France 
before next fall. That is the 
considered opinion here today not 
only of government but of labor 
circles. ‘ 


Apparently certain recent hap- 
penings or lack of them are being 
taken as straws in the wind. 
For example: The reaction of the 
Communist-led Genera] Confeder- 
ation of Labor to the police action 
in the Clermont-Ferrand strikes. 
The unions could have inflamed 
the country by ordering general 
sympathy strikes, but instead they 
merely called a one-hour national 
factory strike as a token of 
protest. 


Reasons for Attitude. 


The motives behind this atti- 
tude are being generally inter- 
preted as follows: 


1. June is a bad time for agita- 
tion in an agricultural country 
where summer brings plenty of 
vegetables and fruit. 


2. Communist propaganda in 
France must be revised to avoid 
too obvious contradictions. In the 
cities, the Communists have been 
harping on the urgency of bring- 
ing down the cost of living while 
in the country they have been try- 
ing to win over the peasants by 
demanding increased wheat prices 
—a move bound to increase prices 
everywhere. 


3. Censure from the Cominform 
in Belgrade to the effect that the 
French Communists were entirely 
off the Red line in their recent 
approach to the Socialist and 
Catholic parties. The censure 
also includes criticism of the too 
aggressive attitude of the French 
Communist organ Humanite to- 
ward the Marshall plan. It seems 
the Soviets are now urging more 
leniency for Marshall aid instead 
of its sabotage. 

Soviet Satellites Need Aid. 

Poland and the Balkan coun- 
tries have indicated that unless 
they get loans from Bretton 
Woods they will have to sponge 
more and mofe on Russia. 
Such changes in general party 
politics, of course, emphasize the 
necessity for lying low. 
According to statistics recently 
published by the Cominform, 
France has a far smaller Commu- 
nist membership than other west- 
ern European countries. The Min- | 
istry of Interior's estimate ‘two 
years ago, in fact, showed only 
100,000 fewer French Communists 
than the 1948 Cominform figure. 
Cominform figures read: France, 
1,000,000; Czechoslovakia, 2,000,000; 
Italy, 2,283,000; Yugoslavia, 430,- 
000; Hungary, 1,000,000; Bulgaria, 
500,000; Poland, 1,000,000 and Ro- 
mania, 800,000.

French Workers Strike For An 
Hour in Protest Move. 


PARIS, June 19 (AP)—Thov- 
sands of French workers struck 
for an hour today but they did 
not show enough spark to frighten 
the Government. The Commu- 
nists-controlled French General 
Confederation of Labor called the 
one-hour general strike in protest 
against high living costs and in 
sympathy with striking rubber 
workers at Clermont-Ferrand, 

In Paris, some of the strikers 
threw garbage at the police, and 
they stopped the city’s transporta- 
tion system. But at midday, the 
hour the strike was to end, most 
of them went back to their jobs 
or continued the weekend holiday. 


In Clermont-Ferrand, where a 
strike early in the week brought 
about a serious clash and threat- 
ened a crisis for the Government, 
quiet had returned. Owners of 
the big rubber plants there nego- 
tiated with workers about wage 
differences and the strikers gen- 
erally agreed to return to work 
Monday. 

Spokesmen for both sides indi- 
cated they would be glad to come 
to terms, but the workers insisted 
they must have a su tial wage 
settlement.

decisive powerhouse? 
Should these two things happen, 
Soviet Communism would obvious- 
ly hold all of continental Europe 


in the closing fingers of the Red 
army. The democratic Allies hope 
to prevent this through their com- 
bined plans for a separate govern- 
ment in western Germany and for 
international control of the Ruhr. 
The gilt-edged chips are down. 

“Winner take all’ is a likely out- 
come—even if years hence. What, 
then, are our prospects in Ger- 
many? How good are our chips? 
And how many of them can the 
west toss into the play? 

Walter Lippmann has rightly 
warned that the Russians have 
more tangible things to offer the 
Germans than the democracies 
have. Once more the victors are 
competing for the support of the 
conquered German people. Natur- 
ally the Germans want a united 
Germany—whether or not they are 
to be trusted with it. 

The Soviets and Communists 
pose as champions of such unity, 
while western powers are commit- 
ted to partition. We promise to 
restore productivity of the Ruhr 
industries. We are committed to 
help western Germany financially. 
These and a federated political re- 
gime are the principal benefits 
we can offer. 

But once the western Germans 
have got all they can out of these 
—what than? 

Reds Have Big Chips. 

At this point, in another few 
years, the Soviets will have their 
biggest chips>still to play. 

They can promise to return 
great chunks of former German 
territory now held by the Poles 
and the Russians. They can also 
offer the Germans a large, well- 
equipped new army, based on 
many divisions of German soldiers 
trained and indoctrinated in the 
Soviet Union. 

Restored Germanic territory and 
a. powerful army are two things 
most desired by nationalistic, mili- 
taristic and unrepentant Germans, 
Yet neither of these can again be 
handed to the Germans, except 
by Moscow. 

In another respect, the Russians 
enjoy a very big advantage. Com- 
munism has a strong appeal to 
totalitarian-minded Germans. But 
many millions of Germans believe 
in a considerable degree of Social- 
ism and state ownership. Millions 
of such Germans blame their big 
industrial monopolists for their 
losses and sufferings jn two wars. 
They want definite curbs on tra- 
ditional German capitalism. 

Probably they would prefer 
moderate curbs, like the national- 
ization of a few key industries in 
France or Britain. But if the 
western democracies provide no 
such curbs, then millions of so- 
cialistic Germans — at present 
anti-Communist—will be open to 
much stronger “medicine” in the 
mixture presented by the Lenin- 
Stalin brand of Marxism. 

The Kremlin will play this ideo- 
logical card to the limit in Ger- 
many. The United States will be 
afraid to check its effectiveness 
by sponsoring some degree of s0- 
cialization in Western Germany. 
Our policy-makers kid themselves 
by thinking that totalitarian Ger- 
mans can be lured and held by 
democratic lollypops in these next 
few years. The German people 
have never revealed any dominant: 
desire or understanding for de- 
mocracy. 

But they understood Hitler, and 
they can understand Stalin and 
the Communist commissars just as 
easily. The Russians have the 
enormous advantage that they 
clearly understand what the Ger- 
mans instinctively prefer, and 
how they react to bellowed com- 
mands—and also to propaganda, 

The Us. 
These elements are enough to 
the formidable long-term 
odds against us in Germany 
abundantly clear. We propose to 
put the western Germans on their 
feet physically, After they have 
plenty of work and food and bet- 
ter housing, we must gamble on 
these Germans being sufficiently 
appreciative not to turn around 
land make a staggering deal with 


meaning of this gamble can be summed up in two questions: 
1. Can Soviet Russia and the Communists eventually win 
the support of a dominant percentage among 70,000,000 Ger- 


2. Will Germany's big industrialists—the Krupps and 
I. G. Farben—finally regain complete control of the Ruhr’s 


the Soviets. 

Yet the Germans in this century 
have repeatedly repudiated friend- 
ships, loyalties and their pledged 
word for what they love most-— 
national aggrandizement and mili- 
tary power. And in the Ruhr, so 
long as they themselves retain 
fundamental ownership and man- 
agement, Germans possess the 
means with which to “buy” na- 
tional unity (from the Soviets) 
and to re-establish their military 
might, 

The six-power London agree- 
ment on western Germany opens 
its Ruhr annex with this signif- 
icant declaration, International 
security requires, it says, “that 
the resources of the Ruhr ghall 
not in the future be used ‘or the 
purpose of aggregsion, but in the 
interests of peace.” That sounds 
fine. But for at least 75 years 
the resources of the Ruhr— under 

Ownership— have been 
used repeatedly to promote ag- 
gression, and not at all in the in- 
terests of peace. 

Now the western democracies 
would seek to reverse past per- 
formances completely by setting 
up an international control of the 
Ruhr. The agreement specifically 
mentions “the control period.” 
The international control then 
will not be permanent. It antici- 
pates a time when the Ruhr will 
be handed back: to the Germans 


'—Iinside a German state—with- 


out strings. 

This leaves the door wide open 
back to the bloody past. 

It is both a fatal weakness and 
a fantastic folly. After two 
world wars, American policy- 
makers (whose word is decisive) 
have learned nothing about re- 
moving the root-cause of German- 
plotted wars. Our Government 
proposes not only to leave the 
Ruhr inside German political 
boundaries. It leaves ownership 
of Europe’s greatest war-feeding 
industrial complex exactly where 
it was when both the Kaiser and 
Hitler exploited it—in the hands 
of the Krupps and other intensely 
Teutonic industrial tycoons. 

These men knuckled under to 
Hitler with astonishing. servility. 
Tomorrow they would knuckle 
under as supinely to Communist 
masters of Germany. The Krem- 
lin must sigh with relief. We are 
leaving the fabulous Ruhr goose 
where they can still have high 
ey" of grabbing it. 

Temporary t, 

Why say this? ak een any 
“international control” of the 
Ruhr can always be dissipated 
and removed as easily as it can 
be set up. It is and must remain 
a temporary expedient—unless 
and until the whole Ruhr region 
passes under a joint, international 
ownership, Surely, two world 
wars have demonstrated that the 
Ruhr is far too powerful a pro- 
ducer of war materials to be left 
in ownership-control of a single 
nation, 

The western democracies aspire 
to create a “Western ! 
Union.” Such a federation, close- 
ly linked economically, could 
bring an entirely new stability to 
at least half of Europe. But the 
physical heart of any Western 
European Union must be nothing 
less than the industrial Ruhr. In 
reality, Germany owes stupendous 
reparations for the last war. The 
Ruhr could be those reparations. 
Put the Ruhr into joint interna- 
tional ownership—then no single 
power, least of all a restored Ger- 
many, can hope to use it for mili- 
tary conquest in the future.

None of These Areas. 
Presents More 
Than Stalemate 
at This Time.

think things will be quiet, at 

‘Jeast for a while, in the three 
spots where Americans and Rus- 
sians rub elbows most intimately 
—Trieste, Korea and Berlin. They 
don’t look for anything like a 
shooting war. over any %f the 
areas, None of them now presents 
more than a stalemate. 

A stalemate, however, may 
mean’ that the gréwth of Com- 
munist-controlled areas has been 
stopped. ae 

Here is how it stands by areas: 

Trieste: This is the Adriatic port 
city which Italy and Yugoslavia 
wanted in 1946 when the Allies 
wrote the Italian peace treaty. 
The United States backed Italy, 
and the Soviet Union backed 
Yugoslavia. 

The deadlock was broken when 
both agreed to make Trieste a 
free international zone, to be gov- 
erned by a man chosen by the 
United Nations Security Council 
From the end of the war on, 
Trieste has been occupied by 
Yugoslav troops in the south and 
British-Americans in the north. 
They were to get out after the 
governor was chosen and order 
secured. 

The Security Council, however, 
has not agreed on a governor. 
The Russians have opposed all 
the candidates proposed by the 
Western powers. ; 

Then, last March, the United 
States said in effect that the 
Italian peace treaty terms for 
Trieste won’t work and that the 
city should be turned back to the 
Italians, At first, Russia refused 
to c ent, and then called the 
American move “undemocratic.” 

Here is the situation in the 
Trieste area as some official ob- 
servers see it: , 

1. On one side is Yugoslavia 
with a big army. On the other 
side is Italy, a onetime Axis part- 
ner, now practically disarmed. 

2. Suppose the governor were 
appointed and the occupation 
troops got out. Would the Yugo- 
slavs take the city? The governor 
could appeal to the Securi 
Council, but there the Russians 
could veto aid to Trieste. 

3. If the United States proposal 
to put Trieste back@into Italy 
should go through, would the 
Yugoslavs want to fight a whole 
nation—Italy? 

For the time being, Trieste prob- 
ably will remain a stalemate, with 
the troops remaining. 

Korea: This is the most uncer- 
tain area. Korea was freed from 
the Japanese in 1945, and then a 
joint American-Russian control 
was set up until the Koreans could 
form an independent government. 

Until now the Americans have 
not been able to get an agreement 
from the Russians on Korean 
elections. So at the last United 
Nations ' Assembly the United 
States proposed and won a vote 
to send a United Nations commis- 
sion to Korea to supervise elec- 
tions. Russia boycotted the plan. 

The elections were held on May 
10, but only in the southern — the 
United States — zone. A Korean 
Assembly has started work, The 
Russians continue to occupy the 
northern half of the nation and 
have sent no delegates to the new 
government in the United States 
zone, 

Under the United Nations reso- 
lution, the American- Russian 
troops should get out when the 
new Korean government requests 
it. and the Koreans can do it 
when they consider it “practica- 
ble.” 

Already, Korean leaders have 
voiced hope their “American 
friends” will stick around, so it 
may be some time before it ap- 
pears “practicable” to the Ko- 
reans for American troops to 
leave. The United States Govern- 
ment has said nothing on the sub- 
ect. 

' However, if the Americans 
stay, there is another stalemate. 

: Slices of this city are 
run by the Big Four—the United 
States, Britain, France and Rus- 
sia. But the city is an island 
inside the Russian zone of occu- 
pation. 

Recently, the Russians put 
blocks in the road of getting sup- 
plies in and out for the three 
western sections of Berlin. Mos- 
cow didn’t explain, but Western 
diplomats said it looked as though 
the Russians were taking steps to 
force them out and take over 
Berlin, 

The American commander, Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay, has said the 
Americans are there to stay. He is 
on solid treaty ground, At Pots- 
dam, Stalin signed an agreement 
that all four powers would sit in 
Berlin. 

The Allied Control Council for 
all of Germany has bogged down, 
however. It hasn’t met ~aince 
March, when the Russian dele- 
gate walked out in a huff. The 
council’s stalemate means that

The men who grapple daily with 
U.N. problems were requested to 
answer any or all of three ques- 
tions: ’ 


Do you favor revision of the 
United Nations charter and, if 
so, what kind? 

Do you think a new organiza- 
tion is required and, if so, what 
kind? 

Have you any other sugges- 
tion? 

All replied. Their solutions 
varied, but one theme ran through 
them all: “Stand fast and man 
the oars.” 

Here is the gist of their com- 
ment: 

“I do not favor revision of the 
United Nations charter,” said Dr. 
Tingfu F. Tsiang of China. “It 
has not had time enough for a 
trial. The difficulties that we now 
face are due to the deep conflict 
between the U.S.S.R. and the 
United States. They are not due 
to defects in the charter.” 

Alexandre Parodi of France: 
“Only three years have passed 
since the United Nations charter 
was adopted at San Francisco. 

Three years after the proclama- 
tion of the Constitution of the 
United States, was it the efficient 
instrument that it is today? And 
yet no premature reform occurred 
to alter its terms. Those whose 
job it was to apply it, simply 
strove, by their daily action, to 
compensate for the gaps of a text, 
whose arrangements could not 
solve ahead of time the multitudi- 
nous problems arising from the

Cadogan’s Opinion. 

Sir Alexander Cadogan of the 
United Kingdom: “The only use- 
ful revision of the charter which 
could be undertaken would be re- 
vision undertaken with the sup- 
port of a two-thirds majority of 
members of the United Nations 
including five permanent mem- 
bers of the Security Council, at a 
later date when the United Na- 
tions has had some experience of 
working under the conditions 
which it was intended to operate. 

“The United Nations was in- 
tended to function after the 
foundations of peace had been 
established by the conclusion of 
peace. treaties and with the joint 
support of the great powers, A 
revision of the charter would not 
remove the difficulties which in- 
evitably arise from the absence 
of peace settlements or the mini- 
mum of co-operation which is es- 
sential to the success of such an 
international organization. 

“No new world organization 
could be created without the con- 
sent of all the powers necessary 
to make it a success; and any 
other organization without such 
support could not be devised so 
as to avoid the difficulties which 
at present prevent the United 
Nations from satisfactory achieve- 
ment of its purposes. World opin- 
ion should concentrate upon re 
moving the obstacles which have 
prevented the United Nations 
from making the progress which 
was hoped for and not delude it- 
self into thinking that formal 
changes, e.g., in voting procedure, 
are all that the United Nations 
needs.” 

Warren Austin of the United 
States and Andrei Gromyko of 
the U.S.S.R. both said “No” to 
questions of revision and a new 
or nm. Austin has said, 
however, that the Big Five previ- 
ously considered revision concern- 
ing the use of the veto on matters 
of peaceful settlement and upon 
petitions for membership and that 
the United States was the only 
one willing to amend the charter 
in this respect. He declared that

a feasible time to amend the 
charter in this respect has not 
arrived. 

“What is necessary is funda- 
mental adjustment between East 
and West,” Austin said. “This 
will have to be undertaken at the 
suitable time.” 

Weak Points Cited. 

To strengthen U.N. Austin fa- 
vored such acts as; (1) the Euro- 
pean recovery Eee. ne 
strengthening the military posture 
of tne oaneee tes, thus strength- 
ening her ability to protect inter- 
national law, (3) strengthening 
the military posture of the United 
States’ friends and, (4) promot- 
ing associations of like-minded 
states within the U.N. framework, 

Jose Arce of the Argentine dele- 
gation, president of the General 
Assembly, advocated calling a gen- 
eral conference to give all U-N. 
members a chance to discuss and 
decide whether the moment is 
ripe for reviewing the charter. 

He said, if he should represent 
Argentina at such a conference, 
he would advocate the review 
with the aim of eliminating or 
diminishing the veto power to pre- 
vent its operation on questions of 
peaceful settlement and the ad- 
mission, suspension or expulsion 
of members. 

Arce declared, “It must be dis 
covered whether or not the time 
has come for eliminating or 
amending (the veto) or .. . if it 
is to be retained until 1955 in 
conformity with article 109, para- 
graph 3, which provides that a 
general conference is to be held 
in that year.” Arce does not think 
a new organization is required. 

New Zealand’s Sir Carl Berend- 
sen, doughty battler for the rights 
of smaller powers, strongly favors 
revision of the charter to elim- 
inate the one veto power, “(It) 
stultifies every possibility of the 
United Nations’ becoming ... an 
effective system of collective se- 
curity and restricts it entirely to 
the functions of a ‘talking shop,” 
he said. 

On the question cf a new organ- 
ization, Sir Carl declared: “If and 
when—and I hope we need not— 
we must choose between a system 
of collective security which is uni- 
versal and will not work (because 
of the veto) and a system which 
is not universal but will work 
(without the veto) then I shall un-

Julius Katz-Suchy ~ 
sees no necessity for charter re- 
vision: “The improvement of the 
effectiveness of the organization,” 
he said, “must start with improv- 
ing relations between nations and, 
in particular,' between the two 
great powers, the U.S.A. and the 
Soviet Union. . . . The lack of 
collaboration between these two 
powers has cast a shadow on the 
whole organization and made 
functioning difficult. ... There is 
no need for a new organization. ... 

“If there are failures to settle 
some problems, they are caused 
not by the structure or aims of 
the organization, but by the fail- 
uré. of some of the powers to live 
up to the charter and to use the 
machinery of the United Nations.

most American readers. 

‘This book, ax informed study 
of the birth, growth and struc- 
ture of that Republic, is an at- 
tempt to enlighten the Western 
reader with reliable and carefully 
documented background. Its au- 
thor, Charles Wolf Jr., was 
United States vice-consul at Ba- 
tavia during the early months of 
the Republic’s growth. As such, 
he came in close contact with 
both Dutch and Inuonesian lead- 
ers, especially during the period 
when the Dutch came back to re- 
elaim their lost islands. 

Perhaps the most interesting 
section is a discussion of the new 
nation’s leaders, Soekarno, the 
first president; Soetan Sjahrir, 
the thinker and diplomat. behind 
the Republic; Mohammed Hatta, 
realist and practical administra- 
tor, Amir Sjarifoeddin, who suc- 
ceeded Sjahrir as prime minister 
last June and many others not so 
important. 

“In general,” he writes, “the 
Republic’s leadership is in the 
hands of younger men, whose 
education and sincerity are great- 
er than their administrative or 
political experience. They are 
men who came to their new po- 
sitions with a real sense of re- 
sponsibility toward their people 
and an appreciation of the mag- 
nitude of the tasks before them. 
They are definitely not fanatics 
but men who are open-minded 
and anxious for co-operation 
with other nations.” 

Wolf's studies of Indonesia 
and other Asiatic regions pro- 
vide for him abundant evidence 
that there exists today a real ten- 
dency toward political consolida- 
tion of those countries in Asia 
that have recently won their 
freedom, or are still fighting for 
it. They include, not only the 
Republic, but India, Pakistan, 
Burma, the Philippines and oth- 
ers as well. All are conscious 
of a common iceological and 
psychological bond, he believes.

WORLD WITHOUT VISA, ‘by Jean:

| OMETIMES the information 
contained in an otherwise un, 
distirgu:.ed novel so’ far 
surpasses its literary merit that 
one becomes deeply absorbed, -in 
spite of any difficulties its read- 
ing may involve. Many such 
works go unpublished, while 
smartly turned-out trivia are al- 
lowed to glut the book stalls 
with feeble messages and tired- 
out plots. After all,.a primary 
function of reading which should 
not be overlooked in the search 
for swift, poetic writing is to 
transport the reader into areas 
of experience which he cannot 
penetrate unhelped. Jean Mala- 
quais may not be a wholly satis- 
fying novelist; it would be un- 
fair to judge by one dubious 
French-into-English translation 
and it is unnecessary to dwell on 
his inherent technical shortcom- 
ings. But he is a shrewd and 
penetrating reporter of human 
behavior and his present book 
opens vistas of life that few 
Americans have dreamed of.

Under the circumstances of 
warfare and concealment, of tor- 
ture and hunger and the daily 
threat of extinction in a hundred 
gruesome forms, these people 
constitute an amazing fraternity. 
Most of them are socialists of 
one sort or other—most but by 
no. means all of them. There 
are also royalists masquerading 
as Stalinists, and other bizarre 
combinations. But the bond of 
fraternity is not national, French 
or socialist-international. They 
are joined together by a com- 
mon hatred. Their enemy is the 
authority of brute force and ex- 
pediency in whatever shape it 
may manifest § itself—whether 
French, German, Russian or 
even American. They are against 
any formula that can only be 
successful through the degrada- 
tion of a considerable part of 
humanity. 


This point of view, in such 
striking contrast to the naive 
assumption that military victory 
solves everything, may or may 
not have outlasted the harsh 
stimulus of wartime. M. Mala- 
qguais does not tell us, for his 
tale breaks off at the moment 
when German troops overrun 
Vichy France. Nevertheless, the 
reader is left with a conviction 
that the spirit of these people 
survives today—that it survives 
in the person of Jean Malaquais 
for one, and of many others. 
They and their kind are the re- 
positories of Western culture 
and of hope in the world.

R. HINE practiced for 35 
M years as a country solicitor 

in the town of Hitchin, 
Hertfordshire; with Hawkins & 
Co., founded in 1591. The firm 
occupies an ancient house pos- 
sessing both secret chambers 
“large enough to conceal a con- 
fidential clerk if earshot evi- 
dence of a tucklish interview 
were needful,” and double doors 
for some of the principal rooms, 
“warranted to muffle the guilti- 
est of intimate confessions.” Its 
records and files and those of its 
clients, stored in the attics, cup- 
boards and cellar, are drawn on 
with skill and charm by Mr. 
Hine, who is at least as much 
antiquarian as lawyer. 

The result is curious and most 
interesting. Here are described 
both these remains of the nobil- 
ity and gentry, and the parch- 
ments containing the shorter and 
simpler annals of the poor. So 
also are some curious present- 
ments (similar to indictments). 
For example, as an “annoysance” 
to a court dignitary it was ‘‘Pre- 
sented Ahat Humphrey Woolcot 
did exclaim and rail against 
Bostlock Toller, Gentleman 
Steward of this manor, as a 
mountebank attorney and the 
Lord’s hireling creature, and 
that he would have the corrt- 
books out of his hand and cast 
them on -the common laystall 
(ie., dunghill), and often as the 
bailiff eried the court he did 
sing out lustily: Come, come 
away ‘to the. Tavern I say, 80 
that none that stood by was 
able to hear.”’ The fate of this 
accused does not appear. 

Even for rural England, Mr. 
Hine appears to have been an 
un-common attorney. His prac- 
tice—largely conveyancing, wills 
and probate, dovetailed neatly 
with his greater interest in liter- 
ature, history ané antiquarian 
lore. The book collects both 
reminiscences of his practice and 
a considerable number of these 
antiquarian and historical items 
‘which he discovered. 

His research into marriage in 
2 shift (so that the husband 
would not be liable for the 
pride’s pre-marital debts), re- 
sulting from an actual inquiry 
by a client, developed numerous 
cases in the parish registers.

He regrets even more the grad- 
ual displacement of the old “‘fam- 
ily solicitor-executor” by the 
bank trustee, to whom no one 
would think of confiding the re- 
quests and secret trusts which 
Mr. Hine himself has often un- 
dertaken. Many of these he re- 
cords, and many death-bed 
scenes. 

The art of dying, he ob- 
serves, is fast dying out. Un- 
like the Eighteenth Century, 
nowadays few people die accord- 
ing to plan (this is no doubt 
another of the blessings of-mod- 
ern science). Mr. Hine always 
insists that a will contain a di- 
rection for burial. This with the 
centuries has become notably 
simpler but he still is able to 
record some rather odd desires. 
The direction for burial is now 
giving way to a direction for 
cremation, and Mr. Hine thinks 
that it will not be long until cre- 
mation becomes compulsory. He 
is opposed to scattering ashes 
from a mountain peak, and ob- 
serves that dead men’s ashes 
can be surprisingly heavy. 

Mr. Hine dédicates.the book, 
first. to himself, “having write 
ten it for my own pleasure”; 
secondly. to his brother solicitors 
‘in self-defense of our much- 
maligned profession”; then to 
“the intelligent. reader’; and 
finally to “the general reader.” 
The book’s appeal will be in the 
same order. There are many 
charming illustrations and _ it 
seems scarcely: fair to note that 
these have not been correctly 
paged for this American edition.

B a year or so ago brought a 

rush g of renewed. attention

And there was a race to 
the bookstands by publishers— 
and perhaps this is unkind—to 
take advantage of the great sen- 
timent an American public so 
often displays. 

Tom Meany’s book won the 
dash. The .subtitle—‘“Big Mo- 
ments of the Big Fellow”-—de- 
scribes it well. Meany, a clever 
writer, dwells on anecdotes that 
capture the boisterous spirit and 
full life of the one and only 
Bambino. So the smiles are fre- 
quent, for Ruth was a colorful 
charactér, a big overgrown boy 
who might boom a “Hiya kid” to 
the President of the United 
States as airily as he would to 
the hero-worshipping youngsters 
who always dogged his footsteps. 

Meany was kind in his. treat- 
ment, though, winking at the 
hearty appetite the Babe had for 
everything. As a New York base- 
ball writer, traveling for years 
with the Yankees when Ruth 
was giving his managers head- 
aches as often as he hit home 
runs, Meany acquired an unmis- 
takable affection for the ‘Big 
Fellow.” . 

The gnost-written biography, 
the second Babe Ruth book, is 
interesting, too, and Ruth has 
labeled the Considine work as 
“my only authorized story.”’ But 
since the Babe is as much public 
property as the Statue of Lib- 
erty, there seems little to gain— 
or to expect—from singling out 
any one book for endorsement. 
In fact, the first-person | treat- 
ment of Considine’s Babe Ruth 
Story proves a liability rather 
than an asset. After all, how 
could the Babe or his literary 
ghost—or even the ghost who 
pinch-hit for the ghost, if an

—or did when he was in active 
practice — and sometimes he 
makes you cry. Though his per- 
sonality is inimitable the perfec- 
tion of his technique need rot 
be regarded as a mysterious 
process. . 


His earlier music hall train- 
ing taught him, through trial and 
error, what wuld bring a laugh 
and what wouldn’t. With this 
experience to go on he entered 
the films, sharpened and extend- 
ed his natural abilities for pan- 
tomime and became the world’s 
most famous screen comedian.

Most of them, I 
fear, will consider it jargon, gib- 
berish, pretentious and elabo- 
rately processed hogwash and the 
sort of thing that gives intellec- 
tuals a bad name.

this international zone of Tangier. 
All are aware that at-any mo- 


-| ment they may face another great 


pogrom. The Jews live in close 
proximity with the native Moslem 
population—usually in’ the medi- 
inas or casbahs, which are ancient 
walled cities. 

French and Spanish colonial au- 
thorities have made every effort 
to conceal the outbreaks from the 
diplomatic corps as well as the 
press. Newspapers and radio sta- 
tions in the Spanish and French 
zones are censored, Any mention 
of racial differences are played 
any | down, and sometimes eliminated. 

Special Troops Moved In. 

The French and Spanish gov 
ernments have moved special 
units of troops into the walled 
cities, but, after touring Morocco 


-ifor a month, I do not see how 


they can possibly prevent serious 
disturbances. 

When I first arrived, French 
officials told me that the Pales- 
tine question had not affected re- 
lations between local Jews and 
Arabs. I fell for the story, but, 
as I continued my tour, I could 
sense the great tension existing, 
and I received concrete reports of 
individual acts of racial] violence.

JOURNALISM TEACHERS DECRY 
SECRECY IN GOVERNMENT 


KANSAS CITY, June 19 (AP)— 
The American Society of Journal- 
ism School Administrators today 
called for immediate halt of “the 
present trend of secrecy in govern- 
ment.” 

In a resolution adopted at the 
fourth annual conference, the so- 
ciety said information concern- 
ing the conduct of government 
should be made available freely 
to the press and the public. 

“The society decries the grow- 
ing trend by government bureaus 
and agencies,” the resolution said, 
“to classify information ‘confiden- 
tial’ and ‘restricted’ so it will not 
be made available. 

“Such information, including 
military facts, whose release will 
not jeopardize national security, 
is the property of the public and 
not of the government. 

“The withholding of government 
news at its source is a most in- 
sidious means of censorship. It 
renders ineffective the constitu- 
tional provision for freedom of the 
press as a check on government.” 


NO MORE MEETINGS WITH 
ITU, CHICAGO PUBLISHERS SAY 


CHICAGO, June 19 (AP)—The 
Chicago Newspaper Publishers As- 
sociation said today that it will 
hold no more meetings with rep- 
resentatives of striking printers

Representative Rayburn (Dem.), 
exas, the minority floor leader, 
also opposed the measure, declar- 
ing it was an “invasion” of the 
jurisdiction of the House Inter- 
state Committee. 

Representative Wolverton 
(Rep.), New Jersey, chairman of 
the Interstate Committee denied 
that it would be an invasion of 
his group, and the told the House; 

“This resolution does a thing we 
have been seeking to do, and that 
is a thorough investigation of the 
FCC,” 

Representative Cox (Dem.), 
Georgia, chairman of a_ special 
House group which investigated 
the FCC some years ago, said the 
FCC granted five licenses in two 
weeks “to a man who will testify 
he is a former member of the 
Communist party.” He did not 
identify the individual, 

Cox, who resigned his chairman- 
ship in the midst of the old inves- 
tigation, said he had been driven 
out by a “smear” campaign. 

Both Harness and Cox were 
slated for appointment as mem- 
bers of the new five-man investi- 
gating committee.

LONG TAKES OVER 


Six New Revenue Bills, 


One Pending—Legisla- 
tors Hurry Benefits, 
‘Double Old-Age Aid. 


BATON ROUGE, Lea., June 19 
(AP) — Louisiana learned about 
big programs of public benefits 


si}and quick legislative action under 


the late Huey P. Long and it has 
just had another lesson from his 
brother. 


Within a month after Gov. Earl 
K. Long took office, Louisiana's 
taxes were increased about 50 
per cent and collection of about 
$200,000 new revenue a day started 
under emergency procedure. 

Long led his faction to victory 
after eight years in political 
doldrums. He promised increased 
old-age payments, a veterans’ . 
bonus, better roads, more hospital 
service and guaranteed minimum 
Salaries for school teachers. 

But, he told the Legislature, in 
effect, when it convened: Find the 
money first. Then he told them 
where to find it. 


New Revenue Measures. 


So, with record speed and by 
voting margins never less than 
seven to one, the lawmakers 
levied these new revenue meas- 
ures: 

A sales tax increased from 1 to 
2 per cent and made to apply to 
many formerly untaxed services. 
Beer tax raised from $1.50 to 
$10 a barrel—a hike of about 2% 
cents a bottle. 

Gasoline tax raised from 7 to 9 
cents a gallon, ‘the highest rate in 
the country. 

Coin-operated gaming machines 
made subject to a new tax of $100 
a year each, 

Severance taxes raised on oil, 
timber and most natural resources 
enough approximately to double 
the former yield. 

Natural gas gathering 
doubled. 

One more revenue bill — Long 
says it’s his last—still is in the 
mill. It would boost cigarette 
taxes from 5 to 8 cents a pack. 

The program already in effect 
is estimated to produce $70,000,000 
new revenues a year. The cigar- 
ette tax would provide $8,000,000 
to $9,000,000 more. Former state 
revenues ran about $160,000,000 a 
year.

U.S, PILOTS BUCK 
STORMS, EVOLVE 
SAFE SPEED CHART 


WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP)— 
How much thunder is there in a 
thunderstorm? 

A select group of pilots bucked 
wind, rain, hail and lightning for 
two years to get the answer. Now 
there is a chart of safe speeds in 
thunderstorms for nine types of 
transport planes. 

The work was done at the Air 
Force All-Weather Flying Center 
near Wilmington, O. It was a 
joint project of the Air Force, 
Navy, Weather Bureau and the 
National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics, 

The. study concerned the buf- 
feting from vertical wind gusts, 
the beating from hail, formation 
of ice and danger of lightning. It 
learned that average thunder- 
storms have vertical gusts of up 
to 30 feet per second (about 20 
miles an hour). Heavy thunder- 
storms have gusts up to 43 feet 
per second. 

Five Northrop P-51 Black 
Widow night fighters were used 
in the project. Thunderstorms 
were hunted with long range 
search radar at the airbase. The 
P-5is were sent directly to the 
storm, entering it at five levels— 
6000, 10,000, 15,000, 20,000 and 25,- 
000 feet. 

In addition to persona] observa- 
tion of the storm characteristics, 
each plane’s recording instru- 
ments were photographed every 
four seconds. The information 
then was calculated in relation to 
the structure of the nine trans- 

ort. types, with allowance for 
their additional weight, size and 
ability to take stresses.

Now in Use in U.S. Be 
ne

WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP)— 
Because a tremendous air cargo 


fleet will be needed in any future 
war, military and civilian trans- 
port experts have been wrestling 
with the problems of an adequate 
peacetime reserve pool. 

Thus far they have not an- 
nounced a figure as finally ac- 
cepted, but testimony before the 
President’s Air Policy Commission 
indicated 4000 or 5000 transport 
planes are desirable. The entire 
American transport fleet in sched- 
uled operations now is about 1000 
aircraft. 

The military interest is prim- 
arily in a long-range, four-engine 
plane at least as large as the 
Douglas DC-6 or the Lockheed 
Constellation. The initial cost of 
a fleet of 4000 planes of that size 
would be well over four billion 
dollars. The annual operating cost 
would be several billion dollars 
more if the planes were kept busy. 

Assuming the planes were flown 
an average of eight hours a day 
five days a week, with one in ten 
on the ground for maintenance, 
the available lift or working ca- 
pacity would be 33 billion ton- 
miles a year. A ton-mile means 


#| the movement of 2000 pounds one 


mile. 
Tremendous Size of Estimate. 


That is more than 60 times as 
much air cargo as was carried 
by United States air operators 
last year and four times as much 
as the less-than-carlot freight car- 
ried by rail. It is 15 or 20 times 
as much lift as Government ex- 
perts have ¢stimated might be 
needed for air freight needs. in 
1950. 

A 4000-plane fleet flying 40 hours 
a week would burn 2,750,000,000 
gallons of gasoline a year, or ten 
times as much as this country’s 
airlines used last year. In the 
face of a threatened petroleum 
shortage, the extra burden would 
be unwelcome. 

The Civil Aeronautics Board 
told the President’s commission 
that a 1000-plane cargo fleet 
could handle 4700 times as much 
cargo as was carried in 1946 by 
the existing commercial fleet, 
mostly passenger planes. The op- 
erating cost would be “virtually 
prohibitive,” the board said. 

In the face of that testimony, 
however, several witnesses sug- 
gested the need of 5000 transport 
planes as an operating reserve 
for military emergency needs. (To 
the military a “transport plane” 
is one that can double as a cargo 
or troop carrier.)

Those witnesses included V. 
Adm. E. 8. Land, president of the 
Air Transport Association; C. R. 
Smith, chairman of American 
Airlines and wartime deputy chief 
of the Air Transport Command; 
and Capt. C. H. Schildhauer, for- 
mer Naval Air Transport service 
official. 

Most airline officials were in- 
clined to be more conservative, 
with suggestions of 200 to 500 
planes in the reserve pool. 

When the Japs struck, the na- 
tion’s domestic air fleet was about 
365 planes. The military took 
half of them as the nucleus for or- 
ganizing its own air transport 
services. Eventually about 16,000 
transports of 25,000 pounds or 
more gross weight were built for 
the military. 

The Military Air Transport 
Service (MATS), which does all 
of the hauling for the Army, Air 
Force and Navy, operates only 
300 planes in transport service 
today. That wouldn’t be a start 
toward wartime needs. 

Problems of Reserve Fieet. 

Two problems arise in having 
transports ready in sufficient 
quantity for initial demands: (1) 
Design of a plane usable by civil 
operators pending its call ta mili- 
tary service and (2) keeping the 
fleet modern. 

The first is a problem because 
military transports require “beef- 
ing up” beyond civil needs. The 
Fairchild C-82 packet is an ex- 
ample. It has 3000 pounds of 
weight built into it solely to meet 
Air Force demands. That extra 
weight makes it unsatisfactory 
for a commercial operator. 

On the second point, storing or 
continuing to operate World War 
II transports would leave the mil- 
itary far behind the best planes 
available. Since: V-J day, the air- 
lines have put into service planes 
which are much faster and larger 
than the wartime workhorses. 

Still another and more compli- 
cated phase of operating a large 
enough peacetime cargo fleet is 
the nation’s airport and airway 
system. This already is over- 
loaded in bad weather. It is being 
modernized, but the job will re- 
quire 15 years and cost more than 
$1,000,000,000

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STRETCHABLE TAPE 
RIGHT-HAND MARGIN 
TYPING PROCESS 


NEWARK, N.J., June 19 (AP)— 
A machine that types copy with 
even right-hand margins, through 
use of tape that stretches, was 
announced today by a Newark en- 
gineer. 

Joseph Spielvogel, president of 
an industrial advertising agenty, 
said he has patented the machine, 
which requires no special skill to 


use, 

He described its operation this 
way: 

Typing is on a tape which has 
been made stretchable. Whén a 
typed line hag been filled, the ma- 
chine automatically stretches it to 
an even length and sticks it to the 
adhering surface of a roll of 
paper. 


The machine can be set to pro- 


duce typed copy of various line 
lengths. If an error is made be- 
fore the line is completed, the tape 
can be torn off and discarded and 
a new tape typed, 

Vogel said the electrically-oper- 
ated typewriter eliminates “some 
of the last important obstacles to- 
ward the rapid production of 
newspapers and periodicals with- 
out typecasting equipment.” 

He said the machine is useful 
for reproduction by photo-engrav-

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Tony Biddle's Passing Brings to an End | 
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Colorful Career of Rich Blue-Blood |

called the last of the great 
social valiants. 

Anthony J. Drexel Biddle 
Sr. was his name, If you 
reeled off that resounding 
moniker most people outside 
the Social Register looked 
puzzled. Sure, Philadelphia 
reeked with Biddles; what 
particular Biddle was this? 
But if you said Tony Biddle, 
that was something elSe again.

As Tony—or if you wanted 
to be formal, Major and final- 
ly Colonei—ne Ieft an indeli- 
ble mark on his native Phila- 
delphia and the entire nation. 
There Was no one quite like 
Tony. Millionaire, author, lec- 
turer, publisher, newspaper 
reporter, explorer, scientist, 
Bible class founder, tourna- 
ment tennis player, fencer, 
concert singer, one-time na- 
tional amateur boxing champ, 
pal of pugs and assorted low- 
brows and master of the fine 
arts of killing by rifle butt, 
club, knife, saber, dagger, ma- 
chete and hands and feet Were 
some of his accomplishments. 

But they were just the ma- 
jor ones. Life was dreary for 
Tony unless something was 
happening to him all the time. 
He had the knack of being in 
the center of it when some- 
thing was happening. And if 
nothing was doing at the mo- 
ment, he’d very soon take 
steps to remedy matters. 

Newspaper libraries are 
crammed with clippings re- 
cording what Tony had said

quite got over the feeling that 
it was all sort of a shame. 


In fact, Biddie was given 
a large part of the credit for 
making boxing “respectable” 
and accepted. As early as 
1893 he stood up for several 
rounds with doughty Bob 
Fitzsimmons, then heavy- 
weight champion of the world. 
Bob later became one of 
Tony’s stanchest pals, as 
were most of the other greats 
and near-greats of the game. 
Biddle boxed against most of 
them at one time or another 
and one of his bouts marked 
the first time in history that 
such an event was held in a 
New York hotel. A ring was 
constructed in the Commo- 
dore in 1920 and in it Tony 
met Georges Carpentier in an 
exhibition match in the 
French champion’s first ap- 
pearance in America.

Gene Tunney was one of 
Biddle’s most earnest dis- 
ciples. He says Tony gave him 
his first boxing lesson—while 
in the Marines during the 
first World War—and that it 
was Tony who was largely re- 
sponsible for him winning the 
championship. He adds that 
Biddle undoubtedly could 
have been champion himself 
had he followed the sport pro- 
fessionally. 

During the first war Biddle 
went here and there boxing 
anyone who would take him

from post to post showing 
how to disembowel an enemy 
and gouge out his eyes. 
“The old duffer who knows 
more ways to kill you than 
any other man alive,” is the 
way they described him. 


All of this made his deeply 
religious nature an even 
greater paradox. It is per- 
haps through the Drexel- 
Biddle Bible classes which he 
founded that he was best 
known throughout the world. 
He told how, feeling at odds 
with the world, he was walk- 
ing down a Philadelphia 
street when he was attracted 


ito a church by the choir 


singing: He went in and liked 
what he saw. After the serv- 
ice, he asked the rector if he 
could help out in the church 
work. 

“Certainly,” said the minis- 
ter, “see what you can do 
with our men’s Bible class 
that’s dying on its feet.” 

The next Sunday Tony 
crashed the Bible class, which 
then consisted of three men 
who were going through the 
motions of studying the Scrip- 
tures.

Biddle. He had them teach 
him Holy Writ while he 
taught them boxing. In no 
time at all the room wasn’t 
big enough to hold the new 
members, Classes were or- 
ganized in other churches and 
in scores of other cities. Soon 
they spread to nearly all cor- 
ners of the Christian world 
and at the height of their 
popularity about 300,000 men 
were enrolled. 


Biddle’s deeply religious 
and humanitarian impulses 
had other outlets. For one 
thing, he organized a fathers’ 
club in a down-at-the-heel sec- 
tion of Philadelphia. Working 
with the rector of a neighbor- 
hood church, he spent hours 
on end trudging the streets 
and visiting the homes of 
mill workers to persuade 
them to join his club. 

For all his liking for pugs 
and assorted lowbrows, Biddle 
was a social gallant of the 
old school. He might enter- 
tain strange characters in his 
home—and have a whale of a 
good time at it—but no one 
knew better than he how to 
act the cultured gentleman 
when the occasion called for 
it. His suave gallantry to 
women was legendary. You’d 
never catch him lighting up 
a cigar without first asking

or done. In 1909, for instance, 
there was the story of how 
he played the good samaritan 
when a woman fainted on the 
street, carrying her over his 
husky shoulders to find medi- 
cal help. In 1911 he broke into 
a blazing house and, one by 
one, carried trapped children 
to safety. In 1924 he jumped 
to the subway tracks and 
saved an elderly man who 
had toppled from the plat- 
form. And since it was Tony, 
a train naturally came to a 
grinding stop with scream- 
ing brakes and flying sparks 
only a foot from his body. 
Just how he came by his 
fiair for the colorful and un- 
conventional is hard to say. 
Certainly it didn’t run in the 
family. His father was as 
punctiliously correct as the 
haughtiest Philadelphia dow- 
ager could ask for. Tony was 
reared in the conventional 
groove of polite society. Bar- 
rels of money. The best 
schools. Private tutor. Fine 
connections. The line of least 
resistance would have been 
to settle down to. a life of 
genteel banking or brokering, 
spiced by Assembly .§ Balls, 
afternoon teas and’ small talk. 
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But Tony couldn’t see it 
that way. In jig-time he was 
a reporter on the old Public 
Ledger, covering the water 
front and police stations and 
hobnobbing with characters 
his family and friends looked 
upon with disfavor, to put it 
mildly. Society took this tol- 
erantly enough; after all, 
boys will be boys. But when 
he took up boxing in earnest 
and started bringing parties 
with cauliflower ears home to 
dinner, matrons really raised 
their eyebrows and whispered 
behind their hands. This just 
wasn't done. Well-bred young 
gentlemen didn’t engage in 
fisticuffs in low places. And 
certainly they didn’t associate 
socially with pugilists. 

But Tony blithely went his 
way, ignoring the pointed re- 
marks, and as years 
passed, society, realizing it 
was waging a losing battle, 
learned to adjust itself to his 
oddities, although it never 
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on, as a drawing card in bond 
drives. Another of his stunts 
—to help get boxing legalized 
in New York—was to charter 
a train, fill it with 150 min- 
isters and dcliver them in Al- 
bany. Needless to say, the 
clergymen to a man were 
wholeheartedly in favor of 
boxing. 

In later years, in his mag- 
nificent Rittenhouse Square 
town house he had a min- 
iature boxing academy built 
at the rear of his home. 


.There’d be a splendid dinner, 


and then Biddle would guide 
his men guests to his holy of 
holies, where they would peel 
off their shirts and get down 
to the business of genteel 
mayhem. Many of pugilism’s 
luminaries gave pointers to 
Tony there. And many re- 
ceived more pointers than 
they gave.

Before the United States 
entered the first World War, 
Tony organized the Drexel- 
Biddle training camps, where 
40,000 men had their first 
taste of military life. When 
we got into the war Tony 
could probably have had his 
pick of lush commissions. But 
that wouldn’t have been in 
character; he enlisted in the 
Marines as a private, His ath- 
letic prowess was recognized 
and he was Made a captain 
assigned to conditioning the 
troops. 

By the time the second war 
was in the making Biddle had 
graduated from boxing and 
had made himself a master at 
personal hand-to-hand com- 
bat. He organized courses and 
taught grizzled Philadelphia 
cops and FBI men more about 
judo than the Japs ever knew. 

When we got into the war, 
Biddle, at an age when most 


men would be lolling back in . 


their easy chairs with their 
memories, hied himself down 
to Washington and volun- 
teered again. In no time at 
all he was the idol of the 
Corps and known from one 
end of the Marine world to 
the other. Handsome, erect 
and far more vigorous than 
most of his pupils, he went 
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permission of all ladies pres- 
ent. 

Among his other pursuits: 
he collected alligators. When 
he bought his elegant town 
house he turned the conserva- 
tory into an “alligatorium” 
where he stored his dozen 
beasts. In one trip back from 
Florida he had a new one 
with him in a big box in hjs 
Pullman stateroom. It broke 
out, and for half an hour the 
entire car was in an uproar 
as Biddle and the ‘gator 
thrashed about on the floor, 
accompanied by yells and bel- 
lows. 

In his home he installed a 
trick mirror on a stair land- 
ing, like those in amusement 
park mirror mazes, Stately 
and dignified society leaders 
were given a start when they 
paused to powder their noses 
and found themselves con- 
fronting a grotesque creature 
from a sideshow. 

He also had a huge beetle 
stuffed by a taxidermist, its 
eyes wired with red lights. 
Biddle flipped a switch and 
the eyes blinked. Fun no end,

A newspaper clipping of 
1911 records how Biddle had 
a small army of bald-headed 
men in Atlantic City seeing 
red—literally. He announced 
in all seriousness that a heavy 
coat of sun tan on his bald 
spot had produced a nice crop 
of hair. It wasn’t long before 
men with fire in their eyes 
and scorched pates were seek- 
ing his scalp. 

Among his scores of varied 
activities, he was at one time 
or another president of the 
International Sporting Club, 
the Boy Scouts of Philadel- 
phia, an honorary police in- 
spector of his city and presi- 
dent of the Baby Welfare As- 
sociation. 


About his singing career 
little need be said. When and 
why he began to see himself 
as a potential grand opera 
star is not known.

ous questions have been raised 
over their right to obtain these. 

The system, struggling since the 
end of the war to catch up with 
the huge demand for more tele- 
phones, still reckons its expansion 
program of the near future in 
terms of billions of dollars. 

It has yet to raise vast sums of 
new capital in a national money 
market where electric utilities, in- 
dustries and others are in sharp 
competition for funds of investors 
who would rather have the safe 
lien of bonds or debentures than 
the possible fat equity of com- 
mon stocks. 

Organized labor is watching the 
Bell system, hawk-like, for spare 
dollars which can be claimed for 
more wages for 650,000 workers. 
Stockholders; who now number 
744,000, would like to.see A. T. & 
T.’s “traditional” $9 ‘ dividend 
maintained. 

All these problems lead straight 
to Wilson’s desk in a quiet, top- 
floor office-at 195 Broadway, over- 
looking the New York harbor. 

When he graduated as a civil 
engineer from Rose Polytechnic 
Institute, back at his home in 
Terre Haute, Ind., eight jobs were 
offered him. Seven were of engi- 
neering nature; the eighth, which 
paid the least, was as a traffic 
student with Indiana Bell Tele- 
phone Co. at Indianapolis. 

He. took it, at $110 a month, 
he told the Post-Dispatch in an 
interview, because he liked people 
and saw a chance for contacts 
with them. 


Walter S. Gifford, retiring after 


23 years as president, selected 
Wilson as his successor, but Wil- 
son wasn’t even waiting in his 
office when the board of directors 
sent for him. He was surprised, 
although speculation inside and 
outside the company had included 
him among a handful of possible 
choices, 

The elevation has not changed

New York business tycoons, he 
lives simply, almost frugally. 

He is the direct boss of 27,000 
A.T.&T. employes, but at his 
home in modest, middle-class 
Glen Ridge, N. J., the only serv- 
ant is a maid named Agatha, 
who comes in every Tuesday to 
clean the seven-room house. 
Mrs. Wilson—whom he met 
when he was a @strict traffic 
official and she was chief opcr- 
ator of the Marion (Ind.) tele-

Their 18-year-old dau‘hier, Shir- 
ley Ann, preparing to attend a

When the directors promoted 
Wilson from vice president, han- 
dling financial matters, they 
gave him a $50,000 raise in pay. 
He was getting $75,000 a year;

Gifford, who is staying on 
for a few years in the new post 
of board chairman, to give the 
benefit of his experience and 
counsel, draws $206,000 a year. 

Meanwhile, Wilson leaves the 
single family automobile, a 
Buick sedan, at home for his 
wife and rides to work on the 
Erie or the Lackawanna, like 
any other commuter, but finds 
it hard to avoid interruptions 
of friends and well-wishers as 
he tries to read his newspaper. 
The Barclay -street ferry com- 
pletes his 13-mile daily journey 
to the office.

Wilson owns 160 shares. This 
is more than twice what his hold- 
ing was shortly after.he was made 
president; the head man evidently 
regards A. T. & T. as a good buy 
in spite of its problems. The 
largest single stockholder, now 
either an institution or a trust, 
owns something like 70,000 shares, 
or about one-third of 1 per cent 
of the total. 

Wilson moved down the hall to 
the presidential suite when he got 
his new job. The building man- 
ager asked how he wanted it re- 
decorated,’ but he said he didn’t 
want a thing done. One new item 
was required, a handsome, leather- 
topped desk, because Gifford had 
taken his own old desk along. 


The new boss of nearly 30,000,000 
American telephones has just one 
phone on his desk—a bronze job 
with a transparent plastic dial the 
Bell laboratories are trying out, 
and with a dozen or more built-in 


push buttons for direct connection 
with frequently wanted aids. 

New York boasts Many more 
pretentious offices. Wilson’s is 
rather small. The walls are wal- 
nut paneled, the ornamentation 
simple. A vase is kept full of 
flowers by a secretary, at Wilson's 
personal expense. When the writer 
called on a chilly, damp June day, 
a wood fire was crackling in the 
marble fireplace. A second room 
of the office is a lounge and 
library. 
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N the latter, Wilson showed, 
j wien youthful enthusiasm, the 
bound file of congratulatory Iet- 
ters he had received. He seemed 


espécially proud of one in which- 


his New Jersey Methodist pastor 
spoke of the opportunity to prac- 
tice “the Christian gthic” in sup- 
port of private enterprise. 


On the wall is a scroll pre- 
sented at a dinner of the Sons of 
Indiana, a nostalgic New York 
group, which named him “Out- 
standing Hoosier of 1948.” “You 
have been chosen,” the scroll 
says, “because you parlayed an 
infectious smile, a love of people 
and an unusual ability to ‘get 
things done’ into the biggest job 
American industry has to offer. 


“Not so long ago you were a 
slender, freckle-faced kid who 
cranked out nickelodeon films 
for theater patrons in Terre 
Haute. Your promotion to the 
piano down front started your 
course up the ladder. If you 
wanted spending money, you 
earned it. If you wanted a full 
education, which you did with a 
consuming passion, you earned 
the money for that, too. You 
peddled the Terre Haute Trib- 
une, turned factory hand, shov- 
eled ore, installed telephones, 
bossed a construction crew, 
worked at surveying and de- 
signed bridges, all so well that 
employers bid for your services 
when you graduated. 

“In achieving your rapid rise, 
you followed one course—always 
doing, as skillfully as possible, 
the job at hand; being ready for 
the next job when it came. We 
Hoosiers recognize Lee Wilson 
as a man of humble origin who 
has never lost the common 
touch, You are a man whose 
Stetson circumference has re- 
mained unchanged. We believe 
you best exemplify the fulfill- 
ment of the American tradition, 
that recognizes and rewards in- 
dividual initiative, skill and de- 
termination.” 

Last month there was a big 
homecoming for the Wilson family 
at Terre Haute, Wilson, who likes 
to talk to school and college pu- 
pils and encourage them in the 
pattern of his ideals, spoke be- 
fore all the high school students, 
in a body.

He 
smokes cigarettes and will tal:> 
an occasional sociable drink. 


The first thing the men who 
know him say about him is that 
he is a notable hard worker in 
a business full of men who plug 
away at their jobs. His chief

Wilson said he had set no spe- 
cial goal for himself and had not 
consciously sought the top Bell 
job. He works in the heart of 
early New York, where Horatio 
Alger’s honest, hard-hitting heroes 
always made good, and he has 
something of their philosophy. 

It ‘made him feel “deeply hum- 
ble” when the sixth grade young- 
sters at Terre Haute wrote him 
after his recent visit, because 
what he had told them “may have 
helped those kids appreciate what 
this grand country has and what 
it stands for.” 

“lve always had the philoso- 
phy,” he said, “that whatever 
job you had was a challenge. I 
was brought up in a good, typi- 
cal American home where integ- 
rity and character were things 
of value, though there wasn’t 
much money. I was proud that 
I could become vice president of 
A.T.&T. while my mother was 
still alive. I am proud of the 
democracy which gives us the 
opportunity to succeed. 

“T like to take a positive, opti- 
mistic look at things. There’s 
enough sorrow in the world, and 
a cheerful attitude is a great 
help. We're all pretty lucky in 
America in what we've got, if 
we'd just realize it. With my 
own background, I stop and say 
to myself, ‘Where else in the 
world could this thing happen?’ ”

So now he has the job of main- 
taining the Bell system’s credit, 
floating security issues compar- 
able in size to those of the United 
States Government, and running 
a corporation whose 1947 gross 
income from all sources exceeded 
$366,000,000, which is at the top of 
a utility system with assets swell- 
ing above nine billion dollars. As- 
sociates say his hard digging in 
finance showed the same quick 
grasp he has displayed in other 
ields. ” 


Wilson said he did not feel it 
would be proper for him to dis- 
cuss the Bell systen’s problems 
for publication, especially since 
many sharp issues are involved in 
the pending rate cases. It was 
apparent, however, that he was 
far from pessimistic about the 
system’s ability to work out its 
problems and. continue to make 
money. 

As a boy, Wilson had a variety 
of jobs, all with the goal of mak- 
ing money to better himself. His 
father then was a traveling sales- 
man for groceries in southern Il- 
linois. His father and his uncle 
had a neighborhood movie «at 
Terre Haute, where, in 1915, young 
Lee used to crank the projector, 
For seven years he had a route 
delivering the Terre’ Haute Trib- 
une, 
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team he. used to follow to St. 

Louis and Rolla, Mo., to watch 
the games— Wilson was one of 
two students too young to belong 
to the Students’ Army Training 
Corps of World War I days. His 
trumpet playing Saturday nights 
in a dance orchestra and Sunday 
mornings at a Methodist church 
helped him through college. He 
found time at 17 to be a Boy 
Scout leader. 


He was elected to Tau Beta Pi;

Few of the derelicts had the 
price of a meal in their jeans, 
but all had chipped in a few 
cents to buy a silver loving 
cup for the man who, upon 
his death on Long Island last 
month at the age of 73, was 
called the last of the great 
social valiants. 

Anthony J. Drexel Biddle 
Sr. was his name. If you 
reeled off that resounding 
moniker most people outside 
the Social Register looked 
puzzled. Sure, Philadelphia 
reeked with Biddles; what 
particular Biddle was this? 
But if you said Tony Biddle, 
that was something else again.

As Tony—or if you wanted 
to be formal, Major and final- 
ly Colonel—ne lIeft an. indeli- 
ble mark on his native Phila- 
delphia and the entire nation. 
There was no one quite like 
Tony. Millionaire, author, lec- 
turer, publisher, newspaper 
reporter, explorer, scientist, 
Bible class founder, tourna- 
ment tennis player, fencer, 
concert singer, one-time na- 
tional amateur boxing champ, 
pal of pugs and assorted low- 
brows and master of the fine 
arts of killing by rifle butt, 
club, knife, saber, dagger, ma- 
chete and hands and feet Were 
some of his accomplishments. 

But they were just the ma- 
jor ones. Life was dreary for 
Tony unless something was 
happening to him all the time. 
He had the knack of being in 
the center of it when some- 
thing was happening. And if 
nothing was doing at the mo- 
ment, he’d very soon take 
steps to remedy matters. 

Newspaper libraries are 
crammed with clippings re- 


cording what Tony had said

quite got over the feeling that 
it was all sort of a shame. 
In fact, Biddle was given 
a large part of the credit for 
making boxing “respectable” 
and accepted. As early as 
1893 he stood up for several 
rounds with doughty Bob 
Fitzsimmons, then  heavy- 
weight champion of the world. 
Bob later became one of 
Tony’s stanchest pals, as 
were most of the other greats 
and near-greats of the game. 
Biddle boxed against most of 
them at one time or another 
and one of his bouts marked 
the first time in history that 
such an event was held in a 
New York hotel. A ring was 
constructed in the Commo- 
dore in 1920 and in it Tony 
met Georges Carpentier in an 
exhibition match in the 
French champion’s first ap- 
pearance in America. 
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Gene Tunney was one of 
Biddle’s most earnest dis- 
ciples. He says Tony gave him 
his first boxing lesson—while 
in the Marines during the 
first World War—and that it 
was Tony who was largely re- 
sponsible for him winning the 
championship. He adds that 
Biddle undoubtedly could 
have been champion himself‘ 
had he followed the sport pro- 
fessionally. 

During the first war Biddle 
went here and there boxing 
anyone who would take him 


from post to post showing 
how to disembowel an enemy 
and gouge out his eyes. 


“The old duffer who knows 
more ways to kill you than 
any other man alive,” is the 
way they described him. 

All of this made his deeply 
religious nature an even 
greater paradox. It is per- 
haps through the Drexel- 
Biddle Bible classes which he 
founded that he was best 
known throughout the world. 
He told how, feeling at odds 
with the world, he was walk- 
ing down a Philadelphia 
street when he was attracted 
to a church by the choir 
singing. He went in and liked 
what he saw. After the serv- 
ice, he asked the rector if he 
could help out in the church 
work. 

“Certainly,” said the minis- 
ter, “see what you can do 
with our men’s Bible class 
that’s dying on its feet.” 

The next Sunday Tony 
crashed the Bible class, which 
then consisted of three men 
who were going through the 
motions of studying the Scrip- 
tures. 
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That was a challenge to: Es 


Biddle. He had them teach 
him Holy Writ while he 
taught them boxing. In no 
time at all the room wasn’t 
big enough to hold the new 
members. Classes were or- 
ganized in other churches and 
in scores of other cities. Soon 
they spread to nearly all cor- 
ners of the Christian world 
and at the height of their 
popularity about 300,000 men 
were enrolled. 


Biddle’s deeply religious 
and humanitarian impulses 
had other outlets. For one 
thing, he organized a fathers’ 
club in a down-at-the-heel sec- 
tion of Philadelphia. Working 
with the rector of a neighbor- 
hood church, he spent hours 
on end trudging the streets 
and visiting the homes of 
mill workers to persuade 
them to join his club. 


For all his liking for pugs 
and assorted lowbrows, Biddle 
was a social gallant of the 
old school. He might enter- 
tain strange characters in his 
home—and have a whale of a 
good time at it—but no one 
knew better than he how to 


act the @¢ultured gentleman 


wheén the occasion called for 
it. His suave gallantry to 


women was legendary. You’d 


never catch him lighting up 
a cigar without first asking

or done. In 1909, for instance, 
there was the story of how 
he played the good samaritan 
when a woman fainted on the 
street, carrying her over his 
husky shoulders to find medi- 
cal help. In 1911 he broke into 
a blazing house and, one by 
one, carried trapped children 
to safety. In 1924 he jumped 
to the subway tracks and 
saved an elderly man who 
had toppled from the plat- 
form. And since it was Tony, 
a train naturally came to a 
grinding stop with scream- 
ing brakes and flying sparks 
only a foot from his body. 
Just how he came by his 
fiair for the colorful and un- 
conventional is hard to say. 
Certainly it didn’t run in the 
family. His father was as 
punctiliously correct as the 
haughtiest Philadelphia dow- 
ager could ask for. Tony was 
reared in the conventional 
groove of polite society. Bar- 
rels of money. The best 
schools. Private tutor. Fine 
connections. The line of least 
resistance would have been 
to settle down to. a life of 
genteel banking or brokering, 
spiced by Assembly Balls, 
afternoon teas and’ small! talk. 
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But Tony couldn’t see it 
that way. In jig-time he was 
a reporter on the old Public 
Ledger, covering the water 
front and police stations and 
hobnobbing with characters 
his family and friends looked 
upon with disfavor, to put it 
mildly. Society took this tol- 
erantly enough; after all, 
boys will be boys. But when 
he took up boxing in earnest 
and started bringing parties 
with cauliflower ears home to 
dinner, matrons really raised 
their eyebrows and whispered 
behind their hands. This just 
wasn’t done. Well-bred young 
gentlemen didn’t engage in 
fisticuffs in low places. And 
certainly they didn’t associate 
socially with pugilists. 


But Tony blithely went his 
way, ignoring the pointed re- 
marks, and as the years 
passed, society, realizing it 
was waging a losing battle, 
learned to adjust itself to his 


oddities, although it never 
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on, as a drawing card in bond 
drives. Another of his stunts 
—to help get boxing legalized 
in New York—was to charter 
a train, fill it with 150 min- 
isters and deliver them in Al- 
bany. Needless to say, the 
clergymen to a man were 
wholeheartedly in favor of 
boxing. 

In later years, in his mag- 
nificent Rittenhouse Square 
town house he had a min- 
iature boxing academy built 
at the rear of his home. 


.There’d be a splendid dinner, 


and then Biddle would guide 
his men guests to his holy of 
holies, where they would peel 
off their shirts and get down 
to the business of genteel 
mayhem. Many of pugilism’s 
luminaries gave pointers to 
Tony there. And many re- 
ceived more pointers than 
they gave. 
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Before the United States 
entered the first World War, 
Tony organized the Drexel- 
Biddle training camps, where 
40,000 men had their first 
taste of military life. When 
we got into the war Tony 
could probably have had his 
pick of lush commissions. But 
that wouldn’t have been in 
character; he enlisted in the 
Marines as a private. His ath- 
letic prowess was recognized 
and he was Made a captain 
assigned to conditioning the 
troops. 

By the time the second war 
was in the making Biddle had 
graduated from boxing and 
had made himself a master at 
personal hand-to-hand com- 
bat. He organized courses and 
taught grizzled Philadelphia 
cops and FBI men more about 
judo than the Japs ever knew. 

When we got into the war, 
Biddle, at an age when most 
men would be lolling back in 
their easy chairs with their 
memories, hied himself down 
to Washington and volun- 
teered again. In no time at 
all he was the idol of the 
Corps and known from one 
end of the Marine world to 
the other. Handsome, erect 
and far more vigorous than 
most of his pupils, he went 
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permission of all ladies pres- 
ent. 

Among his other pursuits: 
he collected alligators. When 
he bought his elegant town 
house he turned the conserva- 
tory into an “alligatorium” 
where he stored his dozen 
beasts. In one trip back from 
Florida he had a new one 
with him in a big box in hijs 
Pullman stateroom. It broke 
out, and for half an hour the 
entire car was in an uproar 
as Biddle and the ‘gator 
thrashed about on the floor, 
accompanied by yells and bel- 
lows. 

In his home he installed a 
trick mirror on a stair land- 
ing, like those in amusement 
park mirror mazes, Stately 
and dignified society leaders 
were given a start when they 
paused to powder their noses 
and found themselves con- 
fronting a grotesque creature 
from a sideshow. 

He also had a huge beetle 
stuffed by a taxidermist, its 
eyes wired with red lights. 
Biddle flipped a switch and 
the eyes blinked. Fun no end,

A newspaper clipping of 
1911 records how Biddle had 
a small army of bald-headed 
men in Atlantic City seeing 
red—literally. He announced 
in all seriousness that a heavy 
coat of sun tan’ on his bald 
spot had produced a nice crop 
of hair. It wasn’t long before 
men with fire in their eyes 
and scorched pates were seek- 
ing his scalp. 

Among his scores of varied 
activities, he was at one time 
or another president of the 
International Sporting Club, 
the Boy Scouts of iladel- 
phia, an honorary police in- 
spector of his city and presi- 
dent of the Baby Welfare As- 
sociation.

Leroy A. Wilson, elected to his 
new job last, Feb. 18, three days 
before his forty-seventh birthday, 
is a man who likes people and hu- 
man contacts. In his new job how- 
ever, he holds a position almost 
as lonely as a battleship captain’s, 
where he must, weigh every word 
carefully. 


On his shoulders is the respon- 


sibility for guiding, the nation- 
wide Bell system through troubled 
times, American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co.'s subsidiary Bell 
companies, such as Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co., St. Louis, have 
been seeking big telephone rate 
increases and in many states seri- 
ous questions have been raised 
over their right to obtain these. 

The system, struggling since the 
end of the war to catch up with 
the huge demand for more tele- 
phones, still reckons its expansion 
program of the near future in 
terms of billions of dollars. 

It has yet to raise vast sums of 
new capital in a national money 
market where electric utilities, in- 
dustries and others are in sharp 
competition for funds of investors 
who would rather have the safe 
lien of bonds or debentures than 
the possible fat equity of com- 
mon stocks. 

Organized labor is watching the 
Bell system, hawk-like, for spare 
dollars which can be claimed for 
more wages for 650,000 workers. 
Stockholders; .who now number 
744,000, would like to.see A. T. & 
T.’s “traditional” $9 ‘ dividend 
maintained, 

All these problems lead straight 
to Wilson’s desk in a quiet, top- 
floor office-at 195 Broadway, over- 
looking the New York harbor. 

When he graduated as a civil 
engineer from Rose Polytechnic 
Institute, back at his home in 
Terre Haute, Ind., eight jobs were 
offered him. Seven were of engi- 
neering nature; the eighth, which 
paid the least, was as a traffic 
student with Indiana Bell Tele- 
phone Co. at Indianapolis. 

He. took it, at $110 a month, 


t he told the Post-Dispatch in an 


interview, because he liked people 
and saw a chance for contacts 
with them. 

Walter S. Gifford, retiring after 
23 years as president, selected 
Wilson as his successor, but Wil- 
son wasn’t even waiting in his 
office when the board of directors 
sent for him. He was surprised, 
although speculation inside and 
outside the company had included 
him among a handful of possible 
choices. 

The elevation has not changed 
Lee Wilson’s way of life, except 
to make even moré work for 
him than before. Unlike many

He is the direct boss of 27,000

Mrs. Wilson—whom he met 
when he was a @strict traffic 
official and she was chief oper- 
ator of the Marion (Ind.) tele- 
Phone exchange—does the cook- 
ing and until recently Wi'son 
cut the grass of his small lawn. 
Their 18-year-old dauhier, Shir- 
ley Ann, preparing to attend a 
small Ohio college, has been 
brought up to make herself use- 
ful in the world.

Wilson owns 160 shares. This 
is more than twice what his hold- 
ing was shortly after.he was made 
president; the head man evidently 
regards A. T. & T. as a good buy 
in spite of its problems. The 
largest single stockholder, now 
either an institution or a trust, 
owns something like 70,000 shares, 
or about one-third of 1 per cent 
of the total. 

Wilson moved down the hall to 
the presidential suite when he got 
his new job. The building man- 
ager asked how he wanted it re- 
decorated,’ but he said he didn’t 
want a thing done. One new item 
was required, a handsome, leather- 
topped desk, because Gifford had 
taken his own old desk along. 


The new boss of nearly 30,000,000 
American telephones has just one 
phone on his desk—a bronze job

with frequently wanted aids. 

New York boasts Many more 
pretentious offices. Wilson’s is 
rather small. The walls are wal- 
nut paneled, the ornamentation 
simple.

If you wanted a full 
education, which you did with a 
consuming passion, you earned 
the money for that, too.

A strong- jawed, blue-eyed 
blond, Wilson stands half an 
inch over six feet and holds his 
weight at 180 pounds, stripped. 
He is well but not expensively 
tailored, and friends say he ig- 
nores the niceties of dress. 
There is an office joke about 
the supposedly Hoosier -like 
wrinkled knot in his necktie. He 
smokes cigarettes and will tal:> 
an occasional sociabie drink. 


The first thing the men who 
know him say about him is that 
he is a notable hard worker in 
a business full of men who plug 
away at their jobs. His chief 

‘ diversion is to go on long walks 

at Glen Ridge, with his wife; 
neighbors call them the “walk- 
ing Wilsons.” ' 

Wilson said he had set no spe- 
cial goal for himself and had not 
consciously sought the top Bell 
job. He works in the heart of 
early New York, where Horatio 
Alger’s honest, hard-hitting heroes 
always made good, and he has 
something of their philosophy. 

It ‘made him feel “deeply hum- 
ble” when the sixth grade young- 
sters at Terre Haute wrote him 
after his recent visit, because 
what he had told them “may have 
helped those kids appreciate what 
this grand country has and what 
it stands for.” 

“I’ve always had the philoso- 
phy,” he said, “that whatever 
job you had was a challenge. I 
was brought up in a good, typi- 
cal American home where integ- 
rity and character were things 
of value, though there wasn’t 
much money. I was proud that 
I could become vice president of 
A.T.&T. while my mother was 
still alive. I am proud of the 
democracy which gives us the 
opportunity to succeed. 

“T like to take a positive, opti- 
mistic look at things. There’s 
enough sorrow in the world, and 
a cheerful attitude is a great 
help. We're all pretty lucky in 
America in what we've got, if 
we'd just realize it. With my 
own background, I stop and say 
to myself, ‘Where else in the 
world could this thing happen?’ ”

ITTLE, impromptu charts and 
L diagrams on a pad of paper, to 
iftustrate his points, are a habit 
which reflect Wilson’s engineering 
training. His first Bell work was 
not engineering ag such, but dealt 
with the problems of telephone 
traffic—the work of handling 
calls. 
How did an engineer become a 
traffic specialist? 
“Because,” he said, “that was 
the job I got.” 
He rose to district traffic su- 
perintendent at Indianapolis for 
Indiana Bell, then was sent to 


engineer in 1929. He went up 
through various jobs to a vice 
presidency in 1944. That thrust 
him into a new realm, so he set 
about his accustomed method of 
d ‘out facts of high corporate 
fifance™ hard way, which is 
the tho way. Two years ago 
he was named financial vice pres-

“T went 4mong complete strang- 
ers,” he relatéa, “and did a lot of 
listening. I learned about = the 
bond market, the’ equity market, 
and so -on, by reading and then 
by.talking to bankers and others.” 

Already he has guided the flota- 
tion of hundréds of ‘millions of 
dolHars of. Bell securities, . 


So now he has the job of main- 
taining the Bell system’s' credit, 
floating security issues compar- 
able in size to those of the United 
States Government, and running 
a corporation whose 1947 gross 
income from all sources exceeded 
$366,000,000, which is at the top of 
a utility system with assets swell- 
ing above nine billion dollars. As- 
sociates say his hard digging in 
finance showed the same quick 
grasp he has displayed in ‘other 
fields. " 

Wilson said he did not feel it 
would be proper for him to dis- 
cuss the. Bell system’s. problems 
for publication, especially since 
many sharp issues are involved in 
the pending rate cases. It was 
apparent, however, that he was 
far from pessimistic about the 
system's ability to work out its 
problems and. continue to make 
money. 

As a boy, Wilson had a variety 
of jobs, all with the goal of mak- 
ing money to better himself; His 
father then was a traveling sales- 
man for groceries in southern I!- 
linois. His father and his uncle 
had a_ neighborhood movie ~ at 
Terre Haute, where, in 1915, young 
Lee used to crank the projector. 
For seven years he had a route 


delivering the Terre Haute Trib- 
une. 
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A T Rose Poly—whose football - 


team he. used to follow to St. 

Louis and Rolla, Mo., to watch 
the games— Wilson was one of 
two students too young to belong 
to the Students’ Army Training 
Corps of World War I days. His 
trumpet playing Saturday nights 
in a dance orchestra and Sunday 
mornings at a Methodist church 
helped him through college. He 
found time at 17 to be a Boy 
Scout leader. 


He was elected to Tau Beta Pi; 
honorary engineering fraternity, 
whose emblem he carries on his 
watchchain. He joined Theta 
Kappa Nu (now merged with 
Lambda Chi Alpha social frater- 
nity) and became its national 
president. For six years he was 
active in the National Interfrater- 
nity Conference, clearing house 
for all the “college Greeks,” being 
its chairman in 1943-44. 

Since taking the A.T.&T. presi- 
dency he has resigned as a direc- 
tor of the Chesapeake & Potomac 
group of subsidiaries, but he con 
tinues to be a trustee of the East 
River Savings Bank, considering 
that a community task in view of 
the special character of New York 
savings banks. 


He belongs to the University 


,Club in New York and the coun- 


try club at Glen Ridge. When hé 
finds a rare chance for golf, he 
shoots around 100. He is a good 
bridge player, but, like a lot of 
A.T.&T. officials, .-he often takes 
company work home with him. 

Among his best friends are his 
fellow members of the nonparti- 
san, civic-minded Borough Coun- 
cil. The Mayor, who presides at 
Council, is Karl R. Honaman, di- 
rector of publication for A.T.&T.'s 
Bell Telephone Laboratories.

A Picnic Supper 
At Possum Trot 


By Leonard Hall 


O matter how hard and steadily the farm work may go 
forward; Mama and I somehow manage to find time te go 
a-picnicking two or three times each week. One of these 
is apt to be over the weekend when friends are with us. But 
the others are in mid-week 
and are made possible by 
the long summer days. I try 
to finish work not later 
than five-thirty. Meanwhile 
Mama has the baskets 
packed, ready to load into 
the trunk of the car along 
with the smoke - blackened 
cook-kit, the fly rod and my 
old fishing creel which is so 
dilapidated that I’m always 
certain it won't last out an- 
other hour of fishing. We 
never leave the farm for 
these jaunts and Chipper 
and Mike seem to know per- 
fectly well what is in pros; 
pect; they station them- 
selves by the car and wait 
patiently until we are ready 
to start. 

Even a picnic down on the 
creek seems to involve the loading of a lot of equipment, for 
we decide at the last moment to take the gun along to bag a 
pair of bullfrogs—and the binoculars in case we see a bird at 
a -distance which we can’t otherwise identify. Our favorite 
spot is a gravel bar along the creek, away at the back of the 
farm near Norman White's water-gap. The spot is a half mile 
from home, so we drive the car down the hill and across the 
creek and on through the east pasture to within a few yards 
of the picnic ground.

@ HERE A LONG POOL RUNS DOWN into a small rapid 
where the water sings over the stones. Across from us, through 
a border of trees, is one of our fields of brome grass and alfalfa 
where the steers are fattening. Downstream the creek runs 
into one of the “shut-ins” typical of this countryside—a narrow 
eanyon of porphyry and granite with cedar-covered hills rising 
abruptly to catch the light of the setting sun. Behind us to 
the east is another narrow strip of woodland with giant syca- 
mores, elms and burr and shingle oaks; and these give way on 
another pasture field. An old log buried long ago in the gravel 
bar and washed clean and smooth by many a high water makes 
an ideal seat and here, a few paces from the water's edge, we 
build our supper fire. In the long pool, sunfish rise to the 
évening hatch of flies.

Three ducks from the near-by pond, disturbed by 
Mike’s meanderings, pass overhead with swift wing-beat 
but soon circle back to the still water. From the other 
side of the alfalfa field a fox barks—and a great 
_ pileated woodpecker hurries across the valley, sounding 
his elarion call. The coffee pot boils, sending out its 
delicious aroma, and Mama unwraps a steak to be 
grilled. Twilight deepens; the little bats fly swiftly 
above us; the world, for a little while, is at peace. 
RR. 
@ OFTEN ON THESE JAUNTS I RIDE DOWN to the ford, 
then take the fly rod to fish the small pools down to our camp- 
ground. When they’re in the mood, the “sunnies” strike hard 
and furnish good sport on the little two-ounce rod and tapered 
leader. At this season when the stream is low and clear as 
erystal, I find that the light tackle pays off in extra strikes, 
especially from the larger—and wiser—sunfish and the occa- 
stona] bass which comes charging out of his sheltered nook 
to engulf the fly. Also I find that it pays to approach each 
likely pool or swirl with caution; generally coming up the swift 
water from below, and to make the first cast count, For still 
water, the tiny cork “bass bugs,” which my friend Ivan Merrill 
sénds me, are highly effective; and give one the fun of having 
his quarry come charging to the surface to take the lure. But 
in the swifter runs, a very small silver spinner attached to the 
tapered leader and fished with whatever fly brings most 
strikes, is almost certain to bring home plenty of fish for 
breakfast.

@ LATELY ON SEVERAL OCCASIONS, I’ve cast my vote 
for a picnic supper at the big pond, which is hardly more than 
a stone's throw from our campground on the creek. There 
are several reasons for this. First, the pond is absolutely 
boiling with aquatic life of all kinds. The bluegilils and bass 
aren't yet big enough to eat, but it is fun to try to find out 
just how big they are. The only way I've found to do this is 
to catch and release them—and the proper lure for this is 
again the cork-bodied “bug” with the barb clipped from its 
tiny hook. We left an old sycamore tree lying in the deepest 
part of the pond when we built it and the roots protrude just 
above the water’s surface. Drop the fly anywhere near them 
end the water boils up beneath it as bass or bluegill rise to 
investigate it, 
a 
There are many big bullfrogs still using the pond— 

and green and leopard frogs as well. Sweet clover 

grows almost six feet high around the dam, making an 

almost impenetrable cover. Tadpoles of every size and 

species inhabit the pond borders in thousands. Big 

turtles put their heads cautiously above the surface, but 

I'm using these and the great quantity of water snakes 

for target practice, since both are destructive of the 

frogs and fish. @ragon flies hover over the surface and 

brightly colored barn and cliff swallows circle and dip 

in graceful flight. Until sunset, there is the steady hum 

of hees feeding in the sweet clover. Meadowlarks visit 

the far shores to drink, as do red-winged blackbirds, 

killdeer and bob-white. 
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@ I THINK THE REASON THE POND interests me is that 
“I can control the richness of its plant and animal life. Our 
‘creek, while beautiful, has been literally ruined by gravel 
erosion, The fires that strip the cover from our hills, the over- 
pasturing of fields along the banks, the “up and down hill” 
plowing which still persists on our farms, the row-crops raised 
year after year on land which should never be out of grass; 
“all these combine to speed the run-off after each rain. And 
with the rapid run-off comes topsoil—or even sub-soil—from 
the fields and gravel from the hills. All these things happen 
on land which lies higher on our watersheds than does our 
farm—and until they are corrected, there is little we can do to 


preserve our share of the creek. It is hard enough to protect _ 


our fields from this “up-stream onslaught.” Here, in the man- 
. agement of the water which falls on and runs through our 
farms, lies the heart of the soil building problem in the Mis- 
‘souri hill counties.

CHICAGO, June 19. 


ATL was the most important 

morale builder on both the 

mili and civilian fronts 
during the recent war. G.I.’s often 
would skip meals in order to 
sweat out “mail call” for a word 
from home, And back home the 
womenfolk of the fighting men 
would race down the street to in- 
tercept the mailman in their anxi- 
ety for a meSsage from “him.” 

In his own inimitable manner, 
Dr. Frank J. Moskal, a tall, per- 
sonable, dapper Chicago physician 
and surgeon, who served as a cap- 
tain in the army’s medical corps, 
did his level best to maintain 
morale on a sMall civilian front 
on the West Side of Chicago. 

If anything, it now develops, the 
48-year-old physician was over- 
zealous. He turned into a mass 
producer of romantic communi- 
ques, grinding out more than 1000 
of them as he moved from Eng- 
land, through the Normany in- 
vasion, and France. His only trou- 
ble was that he tried to keep 
three romances going with his let- 
ter-writing instead of one. 

The objects of such diversified 
attention were three young women 
living within several miles of each 
other in the West Side. While 
they didn’t know each other, they 
had one thing in common, Each 
thought she was the “one and 
only” in Dr. Moskal’s life, and 
each might have gone on believ- 
ing this indefinitely had not they 
discovered the medical Lothario 
had bypassed all three and had 
married a fourth, a doctor from 
West Virginia. 

Like wounded pigeons, the three 
losers sent up loud, pained—and 
expensive—cries of anguish. Each 
claimed the doctor had promised 
to marry her and each insisted 
she had been “humiliated and sub- 
jected to public scorn,” by his 
failure to do so, And worse, each 
of the three dug into trunks, like 
children after a lost treasure, to 
recover bushels of endearing let- 
ters to support her claim. Each 
tied the letters into neat bundles 
and scurried to a lawyer’s office 
to demand legal action to ease 
the pain of having loved and lost. 

And what had been a carefully- 
nurtured. plan of the doctor’s to 
maintain morale on the home 
front had suddenly exploded into 
three whopping breach of promise 
suits against him, in which the 
women asked for damages total- 
ing $250,000 to repair their heart 
wounds. Overnight, the compara- 
tively unknown doctor found him- 
self owner of the title, “world’s 
champion heart balm defendant,” 
hung on him by a local newspaper. 

Already, two of the three suits 
have been settled, in favor of the 
plaintiffs. The first, filed by Miss 
Marian Kobus, $2, a department 
store supervisor, was for $50,000, 
but a jury scaled this down to 
$17,000, after a heated trial.

called “carbon copies” of letters 
from the doctor. He used the same 
endearing language to express his 
love for each, told each of his 
trips through England and France, 
told how he planned to buy cer- 
tain household articles abroad for 
“our home,” and how he couldn’t 
wait until the war was over s0 
that “we can be together again.” 

One of his lawyers, Alexander 
O. Walter, belittled the letters, say- 
ing: “He was just like all other 
servicemen. He was starved for 
mail and wanted these women to 
write to him, And he innocently 
signed the letters ‘love and kisses,’ 
and these gals thought he wanted 
to marry them. That was all there 
was to it.” 

But the three women thought 
there was considerably more to it, 
saying he had definitely promised 
to marry each and had shown 
each a 3%-carat diamond ring. 
Concerning the ring, it developed 
that Miss Buksa had paid $850 of 
its purchase price of $1650 in the 
belief it was for her alone, and 
she received it in the settlement 
of her suit. 

Miss Kobus, a vivacious bru- 
nette, told the jury her romance 


with Dr. Moskal began in 1936 
when he visited her home to treat 
her sick mother. She said they 
saw each other three and four 
times a week and she insisted 
they talked frequently of getting 
married, Miss Kobus also said the 
doctor showed her the 3%-carat 
diamond fring, adding, “Some 
lucky girl is going to get this.”

Miss Kobus said that upon the 
doctor’s return in 1945 after three 
years of service they began seeing 
each other again and he joined 
her in shopping for linens, dishes, 
slip covers, draperies. 

“We set our wedding date for 
tulip time in 1946, sometime in 
May or June,” she testified. “But 
on the night of June 18, 1946, he 
left the house, saying we would 
be married in a couple of weeks. 
But I never saw him again.”

Moskal owned a $30,000 home

HEN President Truman re- 
Weentiy approved the release 

from prison of George Dasch 
and Ernest Burger and deported 
them to Germany, a new and 
probably final chapter was writ- 
ten in one of the most dramatic 
stories of World War I. 

Dasch and Burger are the sole 
survivors of the eight Nazi sabo- 
teurs who landed on United States 
soi] from rman submarines in 
the summer of 1942. The purpose 
of the unfriendly visit of the 
eight destructionists was a daring 
plot to create havoc with Ameri- 
cen war production. 

But before a single act of sabo- 
teze could be committed, all 
eizht were in custody, principally 
becezuse Burger end: Dascch sur- 
rendered -voluntarily to the Fed- 
eral Bureawof Investigation and 
supplied information that resulted 
in the specdy arrest, conviction 
end execution of their six con- 
foderates, 

Despite the assistance they gave 
the Government, Burger and 
Dasch were also sentenced to 
death by the same_ military 
tribunal that passed judgment on 
their confederates at a secret 
trial. President Roosevelt, how- 
ever, promptly reduced Burgers 
sentence to life imprisonment and 
that of Dasch to S80 ‘years: 

There was speculation at the 
time over the President’s action, 
but because of security reasons, 
the fact that Dasch and Burger 
had aided the Government was 
not revealed until three years 


‘after the trial. 


Following the release of the two: 
men last April, new interest in the 
case was aroused and questions 
asked: 

Did the Federal Bureau -of In- 
vestigation of the Department of 
Justice know from military or oth- 
er sources that saboteurs were 
coming? Did it have information 
as to their identities and destina- 
tions? 4 

Why were Dasch and Burger 
originally condemned to die if ghey 
had rendered valuable assistance? 

Why their speedy deportation if 
services here entitled them to be 
regarded as “heroes,” as Dasch re- 
cently told interviewers in Ger- 
many? 

The story of the capture and 
conviction of the saboteurs is dis- 
closed in records at FBI head- 
quarters and recounted in the vol- 
uminous transcript of the military 
trial. Nearly 3000 typewritten 
pages of testimony are preserved 
in the 18-volume transcript. 
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ASCH, Burger and two com- 
D panions, Richard Quirin and 

’ Heinrich Heinck, were put 
ashore June 13, 1942, from a sub- 
marine near Amagansett, Long 
Island. Four other professional de- 
structionists ‘hit the beath at 
Jacksonville, Fla. June 17. They 
were Edward Kerling, Herbert 
Herman Neubauer and 
Werner Thiel. All subsequently 
confessed, but six remained 
staunch Mazis to the grim finish. 

Thanks to information from 
Dasch and Burger, the dangerous 
pack was rounded up within two 
weeks after the first invasion. 
Stores of explosives, secret formu- 
las, directives and ocher incrimi- 
nating evidence hidden at the 
landing scenes were confiscated. 
Nearly $175,000 in American cur- 
rency was taken from them. Nazi 
sympathizers .who aided them in 
the United States were arrested. 

Details gleaned by this corres- 
pondent now help clarify hitherto 
obscure phases of the case. To 
FBI agents the thrilling tale 
began at dawn June 13 when John 
Cc. Cullen, 21-year-old coast- 
guardsman, patrolling the beach 
unarmed, met two shadowy fig- 
ures. One was Dasch, but six 
anxious days passed before his 
identity was disclosed. The re 
port was received from the Coast 
Guard later that day. 

The FBI had no advance no- 
tice of the arrival of the sabot- 
eurs. It knew only the morning’s 
events—one man had pressed $260 
on Cullen, another had spoken in 
German. A cache of explosives 
was uncovered and it was learned 
that four’ men had boarded an 
early train at Amagansett for 
New York. But the trail was 
cold. Enemy saboteurs were loose 
in a community of 800,000 people. 

All elaborate FBI precautions 
to prevent another landing failed. 
No trace of the New York group 
was found. The Fiorida arrival 
took place unobserved four days 
later. Meanwhile, the saboteurs 
were having uneasy moments, too. 
They were torn with mutual sus- 
picion. They paired off,» Dasch 
and Burger at one New York 
hotel, Heinck and Quirin at an- 
other.

Both feel that the bargain 
they made at the price of their 
comrades’. lives has been 
ignored.

Dasch was 
assigned separate counsel. The 
prosecution was based on Burger’s 
statement of sabotage activities 
and not on Dasch’s confession 
which was introduced by his coun- 
sel in his own behalf. The con- 
fession was filled with obscure 
references and devoted to verbose 
self-praise ‘and avowals of inno- 
cence. He was alternately arro- 
gant and cringing. 

After conviction, Burger’s co- 
operation continued whereas 
Dasch proved surly and vindictive. 
Throughout the hearing, defense 
counsel actively protected legal 
rights of the prisoners. The de- 
fense brought out that FBI ques- 
tioners had urged Dasch to plead 
guilty, telling him the Attorney 
General would recommend pardon 
in six months. The prisoner re- 
jected the offer. 

In his own cause, Dasch as- 
serted he always intended to serve 
the United States and had: en- 
tered the sabotage school only to 
get the opportunity to return here. 
He emphasized his distaste for in- 
structions he had received to en- 
courage German-American aid to 
Germany. He said he hated “stool 
pigeons.” 

“That is why I had the courage 
to. do everything when the mo- 
ment of our landing came,” he 
cried on the witness stand. “I 
even had to bribe the poor kid, 
Cullen. I just couldn’t do any- 
thing. I shivered inside. What

His protestations failed to con- 
vince military judges he had never 
entertained hostile intentions. 
They recognized, however, that 
without Dasch the saboteurs 
might not have been captured fh 
time to prevent damage. Burger's 
aid, too, had proved invaluable. 
Both Biddle and Hoover recom- 
mended clemency for the men, un- 
opposed by military members of 
the commission. 


Death sentences of Dasch and 
Burger were commuted by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt when he confirmed 
all other verdicts. Hoover con- 
tended then and later that both 
men should be released after the 
war but under no circumstances 
should they be permitted to re 
main in tHe United States. Their 
release in April was ordered when 
American. authorities in Germany 
were prepared to receive them, 
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RANSCRIPTS of the closed 
T hearing were made public in 

1945, six months after V-E day, 
when contents were no longer mil- 
itary secrets. Other sabotage in- 
vasions planned in Berlin had not 
been launched because Nazi wi 
lords were never sure that the 
plot had been foiled. only by 
treachery. 

Those who closely observed Bur- 
ger during imprisonment expected 
him to prove useful in the Ameri- 
can Zone. As to Dasch, many con- 
temptuously predicted he would 
make his way to the Russian zone 
at his first opportunity. His serv- 
ices were assessed as_available to

But to his cunning—and to. the 
zeal of the FBI—thanks. are due 
that no enemy act of sabotage 
was committed in the United 
States throughout the war. Six 
of the saboteurs were executed 
after a hearing proved by the 
record to have been as impartial 
as any civil trial. The pair who 
aided the Government were pun- 
ished with justice and later re- 
paid with mercy.

S your family enthusiastic about 
| picnics? It ought to be if vou 

help them plan one which will 
permit everybody to participate. 
The plan should begin with every- 
one agreeing to the idea of elimi- 
nating as much work ag possible 
and each sharing equally in the 
work that is necessary. Next de- 
cide on the food and whether same 
will be cooked at home or all will 
be cooked on location. 

If the decision to go picnicking 
is sudden, and a cake is already 
baked or one has been bought 
for the evening meal, it will make 
a welcome picnic dessert. But the 
meat is the first consideration. 
Nothing fits the occasion better 
than wieners, hamburger or ten- 
der lean beef or lamb cut into inch 
squares. Wieners, and the lean 
beef and lamb can be strung on 
sticks to make shish kebabs and 
everybody can grill his own right 
over the campfire or the charcoal 
grill, 

Hamburger meat needs to be 
seasoned, shaped into thin patties 
and cooked rapidly in 21 long han- 
dled skillet or on a griddle by 
some adult. 

None of these meats requires. a 


plate for eating when buns of the. 


proper shape are provided. Pota- 
to chips are good but raw baking 
potatoes or fresh corn in shucks 
are better to take aloag and put 
in a small sand pit, then build the 
campfire over this arrangement. 
They will roast to a turn while the 
bed of coals is developing for the 
proper grilling of meat and mak- 
ing the coffee. Green vegetables 
like tomatoes, cucumbers, wedges 
of lettuce and radishes are per- 
fect. for picnic eating.

At 28, the St. Louisan now is recognized by the Indians 
themselves as a foremost authority and interpreter of Indian 
dances. His repertory of 150 dances comes mostly from the 
West and Southwest, and he has collected costumes appro- 

to @ach one. The newer generations of Indians, he 

» have let traditional tribal dances ; many of those 
they perform have lost their. original i ties, often are 
simply concoctions for tourists. A few elderly tribesmen 
are the main repositories of authentic lore, and Gamble sel- 
dom accepts a dance as genuine except when he has been 
able to verify it through one of them.

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N THE basement of Eads Hall at Washington Uni- 
| versity, psychologists are letting small weights 

press into human skin and lowering hot brass cylin- 
ders into contact with human eyes. On the basis of 
these experiments, they have advanced some new 
and radical ideas to explain why we feel. 

A péncil point pressed against the flesh, a hot 
iron touching the skin, an ice cube held in the hand 
are felt, these psychologists conclude, because of the 
movement of skin or tissue. The pencil point moves 
the skin by contact, the hot iron causes blood vessels 
to expand and so move surroun tissue, the ice 
cube contracts the blood vessels. e findings of 
Dr. John Paul Nafe, head of the Department of 
cee g and his associates, not only refute vari- 
ous older theories, but present dramatic new research 
possibilities in the field of pressure and pain. 

A special machine built by Dr. Nafe is used in 
experiments with pressure against the skin. It allows 
a small weight to drop against an area above the 
knee, then accurately measures how deep the weight 
presses into the flesh and the time it takes to comie to 
rest. I¢ also records the moment when the subject 
no longer feels the weight. 

Dr. Nafe found that as long as the skin and un- 
derlying tissue are in motion because the weight is

moving down, the subject feels sensation. He discov- 
ered that when the weight came to rest, the subject 
no longer felt any sensation. An older theory, rap- 
idly losing ground in light of modern investigation, 
held that sensation stopped because the nerve endings 
became fatigued. 

Sensations are conveyed to the brain by the 
nervous system from nerve endings hidden in all 
areas of the skin, tissues and organs. Pleasure at 
seeing a pretty girl and the distress of nausea are 
alike signaled to the brain through this intricate 
system of nerves. 

The important thing, according to Dr. Nafe, 
the pattern of stimulation. In his view, if a certain 
arrangement of-nerve endings is stimulated by move- 
ment of skin or tissue, we feel warmth; another ar- 
rangement produces the sensation of pressure; 
another, of itching. 

A number of different kinds of nerve endings 
have been found in the skin. Because of this,

sation, Dr. Nafe conducted tests on the cornea, which 
has no blood vessels and only one type of nerve—the 
free nerve ending which was supposed to convey 
only 

By repeatedly lowering a brass _ linder at differ- 
ent temperatures against the cornea, Nafe demon- 
strated that it was sensitive to touch, itching and 
pressure, as well as pain. He also showed that it 
was not sensitive to heat or, excluding injury, to pain 
aroused by heat. 

Two important conclusions resulted from this in- 
vestigation. One was that because only free nerve 
endings are found in the cornea, these endings may 
transmit all sensations to which the cornea is subject. 
Ifi other words, they are not limited to pain sensations. 
The other was confirmation for Dr. Nafe of his vascu- 
lar action theory that sensations of heat and cold are 
products of’ the motion of ding or contracting 
blood vessels; the cornea, without blood vessels, had 
proved insensitive to heat and cold. 

To Dr. Nafe, the work done so far in the field of 
skin sensitivity points to the possibility that all sen- 
sations—sight, sound, smell and taste, as well as 
touch—are caused by nerve endings. stimulated by 
tissue in motion.
